Mewpnis, Tenn., Sept. 25.—The death-rol] to- 
day shows an increase of two over that of yes- 
terday, forty being the number, sixteea of whom 
were negroes. Among the prominent deatus 
were Drs. Burcham, of Columbus, U., and 
Cheevis, of Savannah; Judge L. B. Dixon; 
George Landrum, brother of Herbert Landrum, 
late correspondent of Tum Trisuwe: Robert 
Batler; J. H. Mitchel), brotherof Maggie Mitch- 
eli; A. J. Hays, and J. P. Tresevant, both prom- 
inent citizens. 

The new cases number among them the Rev. 
W. E. Boggs, one of the most active of the 
Howards, and the Rev. George White, Rector 
of Calvary, the largest Episcopal parish in the 
city. Heis one of the oldest ministers of the 
faith, and eathor of the “ History of Georgia.” 

The physiaians differ as to the severity of the

NEW ORLEANS. 
DECREASING. 
Special Dispatrh to The Tribune. 

NEw Onveans, Sept. 25.—The death list de- 
creased to-day to ‘thirty-six, the lowest potnt 
reached since the 23¢h of August, when the list 
showed thirty -thre&. A huundred new cases are 
revorted, apd seventeen deaths since boop. 
Measuring the dée@fease by the increase of the 
disease, 600 moré deaths must occur before the 
disease is extermipated. This wilh make a 
grand total 8,200 deaths, and place the epi- 
demic of this year third in puint of mortality 
of all the great epidemics this city has suffered. 
It will be only ranked by twoiu the past, that 
ot 1853, with 7,840 deaths, and that of 1858, 
with 5,S45. 

The last preceding epidemic, eleven vears 
ago, furvished 3,100 dead. It culminated Sept. 
23 with Sz. 

The present reached the highest point Sept. 
11. with 90. By analogy the present fever 
should cease to be epidemic Oct. 15. 

In places where the disease appeared six weeks 
ago it has burned out its supply of fever ma- 
terial, and is on the down grade. At poiuts to 
which it has spread it is exceeding virulent. 

DEATIIS AND NEW CASES. 
To the Western Associated I’ress. 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 25.—Deaths, 36: cases 
reported, 100. Total deaths, 2,608; total cases, 
8,211. 

There were 180 cases reported up to noon on 
Weduvesday, of which 80 were excluded from the 
otticial report, they dating prior to the 22d inst. 
fhe grand total of cases is 4,454. 

The deaths reported to-day include twelve 
children uoder 7 years of age. 

Woodland E. Barnes, aged 14, son of the late 
FE.

Reports at the Boatd of Health on Wednes- 
day morning show that the fever is spreading 
along the live of St. Charles avenue, above Na- 
poleon, and is quite bad both in Carrollton and 
the Third District.

A Change to Be. Made in the Redemption 
Bureau Regulationvns—Banks Redeeming 
Notes Must Pay Their Own Express 
(aarges—Hatbert E. Paine to Succeed 
Patent Commissioner SpeareLast Dodge 
of the Pekin Distiliers.  .

Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 25.—Secretary 
Sherman has issued another order, the purpose 
of which isto aidin the resumption of specie 
payments, When tbe National Bank Redemp- 
tion Agency was established, the then Secretary 
of the Treasury construed the law to mean that 
National Banks out of the 5 per cent fund 
should pay their own express charges both ways 
om National-Bank notes sent to the Treasury 
torredemption. The National Banks, particu® 
larly country banks, at the outset objected to this 
construction of the law, and were not disposed 
to permit their proportion of the 5 per cent 
fund to be encroached upon for such puroose, 
but remonstrances having failed to change the 
construction of the law, no complaints have 
been made for some years. Secretary Sherman 
is understood now to have come to the conclu- 
sion that that comstraction of the law was not 
legal, and that the expenses of redemption 
must be borne by the parties who desire 
to have the notes redeemed. Aside from 
this theory of the order, the ulterior 
purpose of it undoubtedly .is to retain tegal- 
tenders in the Treasury if the redemptions are 
diminished in amount. yOf course a corre- 
sponding amount of legal-tenders are locked up 
in the 5 per cent funds. Under the present 
system it often bappens that notes entirely new 
are sent to the Redemption Agency for redemp- 
tion, the banks finding it more economical and 
easier to pay the light expenseof transportation 
than to do their own sorting. They have 
thus made the National Bank Kedemption 
Agency a great national clearing-house, where 
they have sent their own money to be sorted at 
emall expense. The proportion of notes un- 
fitted for circulation received for redemptiou is 
about one-quarter or one-third of the entire 
amount. Someof the Treasury officials think 
that by this order ten millions more legal- 
tenders will be kept in the “Treasury 
than would be under the old system of prac- 
tically free redemption and sorting. Country 
banks are expected to be satisfied with this 
order, while city banks and conservative hanks 
are expected to be displeased with it. The ex- 
press companies now carry money to the re- 
demption agency at 374¢ cents, while the bank- 
ers’ rates are twice that, 

Spear, Commissioner of Patents, has ten- 
dered his resignation, to take effect Nov. 1. He 
will be succeeded by Haibert E. Paine, of Wis- 
consio, former Congressman. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
received reports from Pekin that Melntyre, 
whose distillery was lately seized, is endeavor- 
ing to make out a case of conspiracy against the 
witnesses who appeared against him, and, of 
three leading witnesses, has already caused one 
to be lodged in jail.

GATHERING OF THB UNWASIIED AT SYRACUSE— 
TEMPORARY SUPREMACY OF THE GRAMERCY- 
PARK MEN—FINAL COMPLETE TRIUMPH OF 
TAMMANY. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

New York, Sept. 25.—A TJimes special from 
Syracuse says: The mutual hatred in the lilden 
and anti-Tilden factions of the Democracy, 
and the determination of each fac- 
tion to ret control of the 
Convention, proved Loo strong for 
the patchea-up truce of last night, and the re- 
sult has been the most violent, disorderly, and 
disgraceful scenes ever witnessed in a poiitical 
convention im this State. The Tammany dele- 
gation were determined at all hazards to have a 
voice in‘ the preliminary orgafiization of the 
Convention, including the making up of the 
Committee on Contested Seats, and, unless the 
Tilden men would yield this point, 
a bitter and. uncompromising fight was inevita- 
ble. ‘The Tildenites could not yield without 
surrendering everything, and resolved to make 
a fight. A decision by Chairman Laning in re- 
gard tothe richt of delegates to vote was the 
cause of intense excitement in the Convention, 
which was the beginning of 

A DISGRACEFUL Row, 

lasting more than two hours. Twenty or more 
delegates sprang to their feet and vainly sought 
recognition from the Chair, while 300 of their 
fellows were yeliing, and hooting, and hissing, 
each faction trying to bagk the champion of his 
side and put down his opponent. Ai 
length Smith Weed, whose lungs were stronger 
than any of the rest, succeeded in making 
known to the Chairman that he appealed. The 
Chair, driven to say something, de- 
clared the appeal out of order. 
This decision increased the fury 
and indignation of the Tilden men, 
and an- indescribable scene of tumult and dis- 
order followed. A conflict was momentarily ex 
pected between the two factions, who were 
threatening and shaking their fists at 
other. The row assumed such a threatening 
aspect that 

THE POLICER WERE OBLIGED TO INTERFERE, 
to prevent a hand-to-hand fight between the 
factions. A dozen or more policemen rushed 
between the belligerents and saved the Conven- 
tion the disgrace of a knock-down fight. At 
last the Chairman gave peremptory directions 
to cail the roll, recardless of the interruption 
or noise. The Secretary obeyed, and, after 
yelling at the top of his voice for ten minutes, 
during which time not a single name could be 
heard, the roll-call was declared completed, and 
the vote announced 19 in tayor of ordering the 
previous question to 155 ggaiust. The announce- 
ment was received with

during which the Chairman put the main ques» 


tion, and declared that also carried, although it 
was utterly impossible to tell whether any one 
voted, so great was the noise. Then an adjourn- 
ment was rushedthrough. Asthe dclegates were 
passing out, Rufus Peckham, of Albany, called 
upon the defeated faction to repair to the Park 
Opera-House. The summons was obeyed, and 
was expected to resuit in a bolt aud the holding 
of another Convention, but, after discussing the 
situation, they concluded to remain in the con- 
vention and tight it out. 
AT THE EVENING SESSION 
the Tilden tight was reopened, but a vote of 
196 to 181g put the Tildenites in the minority, 
and they quieted down. The Con- 
vention,}, having accomplished nothing save 
a Tammany victory, adjourned till to- 
morrow. Erastus rooks is to’ be 
permanent Chairman. The triumph of Tam- 
many is complete, though their majority is 
small. There is a prospect that a soft-money, 
or at least a haif-and-halfi, nop-committal 
financial platform will be adovted, though 
there will be strong opposition from some dele 
gales.

Following is the repert of the Committee on 
Resolutions, which was adopted:

10. Phat the p'attorm here adopted and c¢andi- 
dates here nominated are the pilatjorm and candi- 
dates of the Demotratie patty of Massachusetis 
in alliance with tae National Democratic party, 
and the vretense that any candidates nominated vy 
funy other party or bod of men represent the 
Democratic party is utterly false and fraudaijent. 
We summon all tfue Demeorrats to rally to the 
support of the candidates this day nominated.

ll. That the scheme initiated and carried into 
effect by the Republican party, of providing paper 
currency not redeemabie in coin, and compelling the 
people to receive the same in payment of dets, is 
without authority of the Constitution.

Wasninoeton, D. C., Sept. 25.—The following 
report to Secretary Sherman on the condition of 
the New York Custom-House will attract the 
attention of Chicago business men. It con- 
firms in minute details the charges which orig- 
inated in the West against that Custom- House. 
This report, of course, was the immediate cause 
of the removal of Collector Arthur and of 
Naval-Officer Cornell. The report has for some 
mysterious and unknown reason been withheld 
from publication by the Treasury Department. 
But, notwithstanding the persistent efforts of 
the Department to keep secret everything which 
might seem to reflect upon the management of 
the New York Custom-House, it is now possible 
to present this important report in these col- 
umns. Secretary Sherman has already cor- 
rected the abuses which are exposed in this re- 
port, and Collector Merritt is continuing the 
work of reform in the New York Custom- 
House. This report is the result of the investi- 
gations of the Commission composed of Ap- 
praiser-General Meredith, of Baltimore; Special 
Agent N. W. Bingham, of Boston; Special 
Agent B. H. Hinds, of Chicago; Mr. Leiter, of 
Field, Leiter & Co.; and one merchant from 
each of the leading cities. It will be seen from 
the report that the charges made by Collector 
William Henry Smith, of Chicago, against the 
management of the New York Custom-House 
are fully and completely sustained: 

THE REPORT. 

New York. July 17, 1878.—T7he Hon. John 
Sherman, Secretary of the Treasury—Sirn: We 
have the honor to report that, in obedience to your 
instructions of March 18, April 14, and May 27. 
1878, respectively, we have visited the ports of 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Portland, Baltimore, and New York. and have 
made an extended investigation into the various 
matters submitted to us, involving charges of ir- 
regularities in the administration of the Revenue 
laws, more especially at this port, whereby it was 
claimed that the Government was annually de- 
frauded in large amounts and Western importers 
were Ceprived to a great extent ef the benefits of 
the Immediate Transportation act, and that under 
the operation of the Immediate ‘Transportation act 
large trands have been committed by undervalua- 
tion, loss of packages, and incorrect assessment 
of duty at the ports of destination. 

We have taken a large amount of testimony from 
importers at various ports upon the matter in ques- 
tion, which is herewith submittea in full, and from 
which it willappear that in certain lines of goods 
merchants at other ports than this have heen 

ENTIRELY DRIVEN FROM ENGAGING IN IT, 
by reason of fac‘lities enjoyed by importers at this 
port, which are either not open to the genera] 
trace or of such a character as honest merchants 
would not adopt. 

Tae goods particularly mentioned, and to which 
this statement more particularly applies, are silks, 


_jaces, gloves, dried frnit, cigars, and other mer- 


chandise,“which either bears a high ad valorem 
duty, or on which it has oecome the custom to 
grant large allowances for damage. 

The frauds complained of may be designated un- 
derfour heads: First, undervajuation: ; second, 
false classification; third, improper weights and 
measures; and, fourth, illegal damage allowance. 

FIRST—UNDERVALUATION. 

The most notable undervaluations complained of 
eccur in the articles of silk fabrics, and leather 
apa kid gloves, which are almost wholly consigned 
by the foreign manufacturers to their agents in 
this city, to be sold and accounted for, and which 
are invoiced at arbitrary prites witnout reference 
to their foreign market value. 

From the annual report of the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics, it appears that of the whole quan- 
tity of silk fabrics and kid gioves imported into the 
United States during the year ending June 30, 
1877, about 95 per cent were entered in the New 
York Custom-House. 

Our investigation establishes the fact that nearly 
the whole amount of the silk and tke glove im- 
portations were received by resident agents in this 
city on consignment from European houses, apd 
that within two years the legitimate importation of 
this class of goods obtained by purchase has been 
substantially abandoned, even by the largest deal- 
ers in this city, it having been thoroughly demon- 
strated that importers of the largest capital, expe- 
rience, and skil] cannot successfully compete in 
the importation of these goods with those engaged 
in importing under the consignment system. 

It is the opinion of the best-informed merchants 
atthe various ports visited that the undervalua- 
tions on these two classes of goods have been for 
several years at least 25 per cent, and this is 
strongly corroborated by evidence taken before the 
Jay Commission in this city more than a year ago, 
as wellas by the very able and exhaustive report 
upon this subject submitted by Special Agents 
Tingle and Brush in March of last year, to which 
we beg leave to cali special attention. 

Weare happy to state that since the appoint- 
ment of this Commission the invoices of all quali- 
ties of kid and leather gloves nave been advanced 

nearly 25 per cent by the Appraisers at this port, 
And that such advance bas been sustainea by evi- 
dence taken before the General Appraiser. ¢ 

Some advances have been made upon the invoice 
prices of silk, both by the importor and Appraiser, 
but the fact still remains that the great volume of 
silk importations are put upon the market at this 
port, daty paid, at prices that are not reconcilable 
with any other theory than the payment of duty

calls ‘‘friendly appraisements” on a sample pack- 
age of the silk imporie! by Mr. De¥Forrest at 
the commencement of the season, therebysubstan- 
tially establishing the values of such lines of goods 
in advance of their actual importation, and thus 
enabling the agent to either ascertain the lowest 
possible limit at which he can safely invoice them 
or todefraud the Government by changing the 
marks on subsequent importations. (See Mr. Kent's 
testimony, pages 33 to 36, and 42 to 58, inclusive. ) 

We find also that it has been Mr. Kent's practice 
to advise these agents as to the advance they 
should make on their invoice before entry 80 as to 
avoid a penalty. 

While we do not charge Mr. Kent with collusion 
or intentional wrong in this matter, we are, never- 
theless, convinced that such proceedings deserve 
the severe censure of the Department, as unwar- 
rantabie oy the regulations and tending w facili- 
tate the successful consummation of frauds upon 
the revenue. 

This lack of discretion on the part of an office, 
charged with such responsible dufies would seem 
to be sufficient to unfit him for a position in which 
as he has stated, he has to pass upon the value of 
95 percent ef the entire silk importation of the 
United States. 

In opposition to the views of almost every mer- 
chant, manufacturer, and expert with whom we 
have come in contact, Mr. Kent seems to be of the 
evinion that silk fabrics are not underinvoiced 
more than 10 per cent, and so long as he contin- 
ues of this mind we see no probability of substan- 
tiai advance in these invoices. 

We would respectfully call attention to the entire 
testimony of Mr. Kent as the fairesi and best com- 
mentary upon his official acts and qualifications. 

We find that undervaluation occurs also in other 
lines of goods bearing a high ad valorem duty, 
such as laces, Italian cloths, and various tines of 
dress goods, and that the evils existing in silks 
are fast spreading, even to merchandise sabject to 
a compound rate of duty, wherein tne ad valorem 
rate is sufficentiy high to make it an object to 
talsify the invoices. 

At the Western ports complaints were made 
to us that certain firms in Philadelphia were pass- 
ing Hamburg edgings at great andervaluations, but 
on Our arrival there in May we ascertained that 
these goods had been greatiy advanced by the Ap- 
praiser, and thatin consequence of such advance 
the firms in question had ceased importing at that 
port, and were receiving these goods through the 
port of NeW York. The question as to the proper 
value of these goods is now under discussion at 
the Appraiser’s office here. @ 

We have reason to believe that enormous under- 
valuations. occur in invoices of cigars imported 
here, and as pertinent to this branch of our in- 
vestigation would respectfully call your attention 
to a report of Inepectors Kimball and Elia submit- 
ted herewith. 

It appears that it has become the practice among 
Cuban manufacturers to invent brands not named 
in the standard price-list for the obvious purpose 
of misleading custom officials as to values, and 
that the same goods are shipped to this country 
under a variety of names, and under such circum- 
stances as to leave no doubt ef sueh fraudulent 
intent. 


For these reasons itis of the utmost importance 


that the Cigar Examiner at this port should be ae 


person combining the highest degree of expert 
skill with the most unswerving integrity. 

The condact of the present Examiner, Mr. 
Brown, in connection with the valuation of cer- 
tain brands of cigars brought from New Orleans 
bv Inepectors Kimball and Ella; his vaciiiation of 
opinion, as shown by his testimony at the recent 
reappreisement of the same goods imported by 
Howard Ivee of this city, wherein he repudiated 
his own advance and indorsed the correctness of 
the importers’ invoices, as appears from his testi- 
mony, taken in the presence of a portion of this 
Commission, and now on file in the office of the 
General Appraiser; andthe short weights almost 
uniformly returned by him, as shown by schedule 
accompanying Inspector Kimball's report. are 
conclusive to our minds that Mr. Brown ought not 
to be continued in charge of this important branch 
ef the service. 


SECOND—ERROR IN CLASSIFICATION. 

Asto the question of classification, we have 
made a careful investigation of the work of the 
Appraiser's Department at this and other ports 
which we have visited, and, while numerous in- 
stances have come to our notice of differences in 
classifications, we are of the opinion thai as a rule 
they are the result rather of the ambiguity of the 
law and want of information as to the particular 
article in question than of any willful or intentional 
act or negiect of the officers. 


We are satisfied that a majority of the officers in 


the Appraiscr’s Department at this port are Ponest 
and efficient, and that their work, so far as it re- 
lates to the classification of merchandise, is 
critically, carefully, and properly done. 

The importance of employing men of experience 
and ability to pass upon the classification and 
values of the great volume of merchandise passing 
through the Appraiser’s office, averaging 500 
packages daily, is apparent. Yet, with the best 
efforte of experienced officers under the existing 
laws and regulations, it is impossible to avvid 
serious errors in their most important work. 

We have found several! specific instances of dis- 
agreement between different ports, more espe- 
cially where the article in question approached so 
nearly the line of demarcation between two rates 
of duty as to make the difference of opinion be- 
tween the Appraisers compatible with entire hon- 
esty on the part of each. 

So long as there is no common tribuna! to which 
all such questions can be. submitted in the first in- 
stance, and @#o long asthe individual opinion of 
each Appraiser is, inthe absance of a formal ap- 
peal, to govern such cases, there will inevitably 
occur frequent discriminations in the classification 
and assessment of duty. 

To obviate this, and te secure the imposition of 


} a uniform rate of duty atali ports, we haveina 


special report recommended to your favorable con- 
sideration the establishment of a sample bureau, 
at the Department, to which samples of such goods 
as far as may be found practicable, more expecially 
textile fabrics, with the valuation and claseitica- 
tions made thereon, sha!! be forwarded. 
THIRD—IMPROPER WEIGHTS AND GAUGES. 

In the matter of illegal weights and gauges, it 
has become apparent to usthat the losses to the 
revenue, aside from deliberate falsifications of re- 
turns, have been very great at this port, ds well as 
at other ports. 

The practice of ‘‘ treating the importer liberal- 
ly” by giving him the benefit of a quick, rising 
beam and excessive tare, has hardened into a per- 
picious custom that involves great loss to the rev- 
enne. Our attention was called tothis matter at 
some of the Western ports, where goods arriving 
in bond were uniformly found to exceed the weizht 
declared in the copy of the original invoice and en- 
try here. 

Previous to our arrival at thie port, however, 
this matter, more particularly in connection with 
sugar importations, nad been thoroughiy taken in 
hand by the present Surveyor of Customs, and the 
most rigid rules enforced to insure correct weights 
and tare. 

Throagh the personal exertion of himself and his 
deputy, Mr. Lake, and the spirit infused by them 
into their subordinates, a very gratifying result 
has been attained, showing a saving to the revenue 
at this port of the duty upon 811,000 pounds of 
sugar during tne months of May and June, simply 
in the matter of allowing actual! tare. 

We believe that all abuses of this sort are now 
being corrected as rapidly as possible, and that the 
service in this respect at this port is being radical- 
ly improved each day. 

One of the most serious complaints made to us at 
other ports of a discrimination in favor of New 
York importer was in reference to false weights 
of tobacco and cigars bere. 

We learned that from some cause or other 
nearly all importation of these goods had ceased at 
other ports. and that the great volume of the trade 
was being concentrated at New York. As cigars 
bearavery high specific duty, as well as an ad 
valorem rate, our attention was early called to the 
return of weights made by the Examiner. As ii- 
justrating the truth of the allegation mentioned, 
we respectfully call attention to the report of In- 
spectors Kimball and Elia, alresay referred to, 
which shows a system of allowing excessive tares 
on tobacco, and thatin nearly all instances the 
weights of cigars, upon reweighing, were found to 
be in excess of the Kxaminer’s return to the extent 
of over eight ounces per million, notwithstanding 
the fact that they had lain for a considerabie time 
n @ warehouse, and as the natural order of things 
ought to have become lighter through drying. 

When it ie considered that 94 percentof the 
entire cigar importations are made at this port, 
and the duties thereon assessed by the Examiner, 
the vast interests introsted to his judgment and 
integrity may be realized, and the loss to the 
revenue resulting from such a uniform liberality 
of weight established. 

The anpnal joss to the revenue at this port by 
underweight of cigars is shown by the report to 
reach nearly if not quite $50,000. 

In the importation of these goods, as of silk fab- 
rics, the business apvears to be for the most part 
confined to comparatively few houses, many of 
which receive them on consignment. 
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mend that the weighing of cigars by the Examiner 
be discontinued, and that an assistant weigher be 
stationed at the Appraiser's store, whose duty it 
shall be to make and record all weights involving 
the assessment of duties on goods bearing a specific 
rate. We would further recommend that the 
present practice of weighing only one box of cigars 
at a draft be discontinued, for the reason that the 
allowance of a quick-rising beam on one box in- 
volves the loss of guty on from five to ten ounces 
to the million, but that hereafter, when practica- 
ble, the contents of at least five boxes be weighed 
at a draft. 


FOURTS-DAMAGE ALLOWANCE. 

The examination of the records of the Apprais- 
er's office at this port discloses the fact that « 
marked improvement had been made here in the 
matter of damage allowances during the past few 
years. Bat we are nevertheless satistied that seri- 
ous abuses in relation to such allowances still 
exist. 

Complaints are made at all the ports visited by 
us to the effect that, through the advantage ob- 
tained by New York importers in this respect, im- 
portations at such ports in many lines of merchan- 
dise were practically prvhibited. 

At Chicago, St. Louis. Cincinnati. and Phila- 
delphia, merchants stated pefore us that they were 
obliged to abandon the importation of certein lines 
of merchandise at their home ports and eitber im- 
port through New York or purchase through New 
York importers. 

They furthermore stated that but a emal! per- 
centage of the damage allowance was justly due in 
law or fact, and some of them even stated that 
they had secured allowances at New York through 
brokers on goods which were perfectly sound and 
marketable. 

Since our arrival here we have devoted codpsider- 
able time to the investigation of this subject. We 
have had frequent interviews with the Assistant 
Appraiser in charge of the Damage Allowance Di- 
vision, and his examiners, and bave examined 
some of the goods on whichapplications fordamage 
were pending. and have caused in some instances a 
re-examination of the merchandise upon which 
damage had been allowed, resulting in a reversal 
of the finding of the Appraiser. 

We have found on the part of the Examiners rep- 
rehensible negligence and want of care in arriving 
at the facts in connection with these applications. 

For many years the losses to the revenue, not to 
speak of the injury which has resulted to mer- 
chants at other ports, have been considerable. 

The plain purpose and intent of the acts of 1799 
and March 1, 1828, bave been perverted and the 
Government made to stand in the relation of a 
general insurer of imported merchandise. 


So far as we learn, it has been the ruie to assume half 


that all damage claimed on imported merchandise 
accrued upon the voyage of importation, and little 
care seems to have been exercised to ascertain the 
actual cause of such damage, while the utmost 
vigilance has been exercised to protect what is here 
termed ‘‘the equities of importers."’ Few, if 
any, inquiries appear to have been made on board 
steamships and vessels in respect to stowage, leak- 
age, or the incidents of the voyage, but every as- 
sumption has been allowed to pass unquestioned as 
against the interest of the Government. As a 
rale, bills of lading are neither seen nor cailed for 
by the Examiners, and the invoices, if seen at all, 
are only seen at the time of original appraisement 
for duty by the Examiner detailed from the various 
divisions to aasist the Damage Division Examiners. 

Anoccasional reference to the report of the Port 
Warden seems to have been al! that the Examiners 
thought necessary to Warrant the ailowance of re- 
funds in some instances large in amount.- The 
sources of damage assigned had come to be almost 
stereotyped under two heads, viz.: heat of hold 
and shifting of cargo. 

It seems credible that the majority of all these 
allowances are made on euch assumptions, and 
without proper inquiry, even in the case o/ steam- 
ships arriving from English and French ports. 

Such indifference to the interests of the Govern- 
ment by offiters whose duty it is to carefully inves- 
tigate and scrutinize the particular circumstances 
of each case that comes before them, is in our 
judgment reprehensible and deserving of rebuke. 

Another pernicious practice in our opinion is the 
examination of merchandise for damage to im- 
porter. We beg to allude toacase of recent oc- 
currence, where a large allowance was made on 
some iron and _ steel looms which had 
been tracked to Williamsburg, hk I, and 
taken from the cases before examination. The 
cause assigned in this case was ‘*shifting cargo,” 
but on questioning the Examiner we learn that in 
his mind-this phrase meant any handling of the 
goods at any stage of its journey from the European 
factory by stevedores, trackmen, and others. 

In violation’of Arts. 510 and 511 in the examin- 
ation of packages on wiich damage is claimed was 
made the eubject of aspecial report on the 27th 
ultimo, ana the recent circular of the Department 
in reference to the enforcement of such regulations 
has already had the effect to materially reduce the 
number of applications. 

In violation of Art. 515 of the regulations, we 
find that average aliowances are made at this port, 
and as an illustration we cite the case of an allew- 
ance of 7% per cent on 750 packages of pranes, re- 
cently imported by Thurber & Co. of this city, and 
referred toin examination, Sampson testimony, 
pages 1—7. 

On certain classes of goods an application for 
damage appears to have been made with as mach 
regularity as the entry, and we are informed that 
in perbaps a majority of cases the party making 
oath on the application had not personal knowledge 
as to the condition of the merchandise. 

For the prosecution of damaze claims, a separate 
class of brokers has been called into existence, 
known as damage brokers, who attend exclusively 
to the settlement of these cases. 

During the past year the rebate for damage al- 
Jowances at this port amounted to about $240, 000. 
ln our opinion, in view of all the facts that have 
come to our knowledge in the course of our in- 
vestigations, this is fuliy $100, 000 in excess of the 
legitimate damage as contemplated by law. 

This isa littie more than one-fourth of 1 per 
cent of the total amount of duties collected, while 
at all other ports, except Boston, visited by us the 
allowances for damage have been scarcely one-third 
of such percentage, as shown by exhibit of dam- 
age allowances herewith submitted, marked A, B, 
Cc, D, E, F, and G. 

At Boston we find that the ratio of damage al- 
lowance is even greater than at New York, but as 
affording some explanation of thie fact it may be 
stated that the greater part is on sugar imported by 
sailing vessels from the East Indies. 

As to the charge that great frauds and losses to 
the revenue have occurred under the operation of 
the Inland Transportation act, a most careful ex- 
amination has been made by us at all the ports 
visited, but we have been unable to learn wherein 
the Government has been in any manner de- 
frauded. 

Since the act referred to went into practical 
operation, there have occurred a few losses in- 
considerable in amount of bonded packages pil- 
fered from care en route for the West, or from 
Eastern ports, but in all such instances the daties 
have been promptly collected, and in no instance 
has the revenue been subjected to loss or embar- 
rassment. 

So far as the charge of underassessment of duty 
at the Western ports to carelessness or ignorance 
of the Appraiser is concerned, we find it to be 
without foundation in fact. 

As a rule scarcely offering an exception so far 
as our investigations have enlightened us, the ap- 
praisements at Western ports were made at as high 
a classification as at the East, and one of the 
principal causes of complaint among the Western 
importers was that the classification was higher 
West than at the Eastern ports. 

We believe that the Immediate Transportation 
act is, under the reguiations of the Department. 
being bonorably and safely executed. 

We inclose herewith statements of non-arrivais 
of mercnandise under inland-importation bonds at 
the ports of Chicago, St. Louis, and Cincinnati, 
marked 1, 2, 3: 

From these it will appear that the loss of mer- 
chandise arising under the present regulations 
has been exceedingly trivial, and that the Gov- 
ernment receives ample protection by the regula- 


-tionsand the bonds of the transportation com- 


panies. 

In our opinion, the cmef danger to the revenue 
uncer the act is encountered in the passage of 
bondea goods from tne steamships tothe care at 
the port of fret arrival on bonded trucks, and we 
have called the attention of the custome Officers 
bere to certain additional precautionary regulations 
ip this respect. 

We have had occasion in the course of our inves- 
tigation to callthe attention of the Appraisers of 
the Port to grave violation of duty on the part of 
Examiner Collins, of the Fourth Division, in con- 
nection with certain importations of linen goods 
into this port by Herding, Glendenning & Co., and 
Harding Brothers, of thie city. 

It appears from the invoices that, prior to Janu- 
ary, 1876, these goods had sometimes been 
found to be underinvoiced, and had been in many 
instances advanced by the Examiner, and in others 
by the importer or entry. About the time ramed, 
however, ail advances ceased, and it has come to 
our knowledge, though not ina manner to be ab- 
solutely proven, that the firm in question advanced 


in this connection we would respectfully recom- ; @ large sum of money to a well-known broker bere 
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custome officials. 

In one instance we find the Examiner's advance 
written on the invoice and erased, andin another 
the computations of the proper advance which was 
not carried into effect. In 4 large number of these 
importations there was included a job lot of hand- 
kerchiefs at a merely nomina! valuation, and we 
find that as a rule these were parsed at the invoice 
price without being ordered into public store. The 
last of these job lots ey 4. up, carefully ex- 
amined, and seized by l-Agent Kimball in 
April last on information feceived by him from 
other parties, and the conduct of Mr. Collins on 
that occasion, as related tO us, leaves a painful 
impression on our minds 48 regards his efficiency. 
The Appraiser is now in possession of al) tae facts 
in the case, and will undoubtedly take proper ac- 
tion as soon as practicable. 

We have also brought tothe notice of the Ap- 
praiser facts that were developed in our investiga- 
tion, but which would unnecessarily burden the 
report of the conduct of Many other Examiners 
and employes of this Department, as shown for the 
most part by their own testimony before us, and 
in relation to specific instances of irregularities, 
misconduct, and negligence, which, im our 
opinion. renders their long continuance in office 
extremely hazardous to the interes‘s of the Gov- 
ernment. On ali these matters he is already act- 
ing with the most commendable alacrity, and we 
have reason to believe that a most thorough 
reformation of this Department will oe speedily 
effected. 

In aii our labors at the Appraiser's office nere we 
have received the cordial sapport and assistance of 
the Appraiser of the Port; whom we desire wo com- 
mend as an exceptionally intelligent, industrious, 
and honest officer. 

Under oar instructions of May 27. 1878, we did 
not feel authborizea to devote so much time to the 
examination of the Collector's office proper as to 
the Appraiser’s department. We have, however. 
made our investigation of that branch of the 
service ag thorough a@ possibie under the circum- 
stances. 

It came to our notice early in our investigation 
that the Collector, as a rule, neglected to appear 
at his office until midday orafter. It was claimed 
by his Special Deputy, Mr. Lydecker, in explana- 
tion (the Collector being absent on leave), that he 
made up for his late arrivals at bis office by remain- 
ing after hours. This, however, we do not regard 
as a sufficient answer, even if it be true. 

A neglect of duty so conspicucusly displayed in 
the presence or a large corps of subordinates must 
inevitably have produced a very demoralizing 
effect upon the morale of the office, and it is par- 
ularly lamentable as it occurred at a port of the 
magnitade of New York, where over 1,200 subor- 
dinate officers are employed, and where nearly 75 
per cent of the entire customs datics of the coun- 
try are collected. 

In this connection we would respectfully call 
attention to our special report in relation to certain 
practices of Special Deputy Lydecker, and to the 
several reports in relation to himof a similar 
character, which, as we are informed, have here- 
tofore been submitted to you. 

We were surprised to hear that Collector Arthur, 
after having been advised of the connection of his 
Special Deputy, Mr. Lydecker, with schemes to 
defraud the Government, and after proofs of such 
official misconduct had been submitted to him, 
still appeared to repose in Lydecker the most im- 
plicit confidence, and to allow him to practically 
control the business management of the office. 

We found that the most honest and intelligent 
officials at the Custom-Honuse haa long had reason 
to distrust Mr. Lydecker’s integrity, and that the 
influence exercised by him over the Collector had 
been for a longtime the subdject of comment 
among them. This matter, as well as the 
Collector's neglect of office hours, was repeatedly 
referred to in an unfavorable manner by the 
merchants who associated with us in the early part 
of our investigation at this port. 

We refer with satisfaction to our intercourse 
with the Surveyor of tbe Port during our investi- 
gation of that branch of the service. To the 
fidelity of Gen. Merritt, the incumbent of that 
office, and through his familiar acquaintance with 
the practical details of ita administration, the 
Government is indebted for many substantial re- 
forms aiready eflectea in that department as pre- 
viously noted in this report. 

For our views touching other reforms now in 
contemplation, which in our opinion are calculated 
still further to increase the efficiency of the serv- 
ice in the Surveyor’s office and protect the revenue, 
we beg to refer to our special report on that sab- 
_Ject bearing date the 17th inst. 

With the Naval Officer we have had but little 
contact, owing to the nature of our work, but from 
our own observations and the testimony received 
from reliable sources wé feel authorized to ex- 
press our gratification at the manner in which the 
business of the office is conducted. 

In conclusion we desire to testify to the uniform 
courtesy which we have received from officials of 
all departments and every grade at the several 
ports where. under your instructions, we were 
directed to prosecute our labor, and aside from the 
few instances previously alluded to in this report, 
to bear cheerful witness to their intelligence, in- 
tegrity, and ability.

THE SCALPERS. 

The railroads wil! now prosecute the scalpers 
as vigorously as possible. Some arrests would 
have been made yesterday but for the severe 
storm. The scalpers still keep a stiff upper-lip. 
and refuse to close their offices. They claim 
that nearly all the tickets they have for sale 
originate outside of this State, and that the 
State law, according te Judge McAllister’s de- 
cision, does not apply to this class of tickets. 
At some of the offices they try to evade the 
law by selling cigars and chromos for the price 
of the .tickets, and give the ticket with them 
frve of charge. They clafm that they cannot be 
prosecuted for giving away railroad tickets. 
Yet, if the railroads act energetically and unit- 
edly iw the matter, the scalping business will 
soon become unprofitable, and most persons 
engaged in this traffic will be compelled to seek 
other empio\ment. There is, however, one 
thing the railroads will have to do if they mean 
to have public opinion on their side in their 
fight aeainst the scalpefs. There is a law which 
provides that tickets or portions not used by the 
purchasers must be redvemed by the railroads. 
While a number of roads comply with the law 
ana redéem all bona file tickets presented to 
them, yet there are some who evade the law, 
and refuse to redeem such portions of the tick- 
ets as go to or come from points outside of this 
Some, People holding euch tickets are bound 

rid of them, and. ff the ratiroads refuse to 
og them, they will seli them to the sealpers. If 
the railroads use such subterfuges to evade the 
law, thev cannot expect the scalpers and others 
to live upto it.

From all but the smaller cities and towns 
in the fever-belt, where the lack of physi- 
cians and nurses renders the suffer- 
ers comparatively powerless to bat- 
tle against the disease, the reports this 
morniag show a marked improvemen‘ 
in the general situation. For the 
first time in more than a month Memphis 
begins to see the beginning of better things, 
and marks of returning confidence and safety 
are noticcable. The announcement is made 
that no more money is needed there. New 
Orleans reporis the lowest death-rate for a 
month. ; 


The power of the Governor of a State to 
. revoke, after its execution, a warrant of ren- 
dition issued in accordance with the requisi- 
tion of the Governor of another State was 
yesterday affirmed by Judge Roarns in the 
Criminal Court. In this case Gov. CuLtiom 
had issued his warrant for the extradition to 
Nebraske of an alleged criminal, but subse- 
quently became convinced that it was his 
duty to revoke the warrant previous to the 
transfer of the prisoner to Nebraska, and it 
was held by the Court that the power to re- 
voke rested in the Governor equally with 
the power to issue. 


War between England and Afghanistan 
may now be considered a fixed fact, the con- 
centration and movement of forces in India 
indicating clearly the purpose of the British 
Government to proceed forthwith to the 
chastisement of the insolent Ameer. 
Prompt and vigorous resentment of the 
insult is urged by all the London journals, 
aud the oceupation of points in Afghanistan 
by troops from India with a view to opera- 
tions in the spring of 4879 will doubtless be 
at once decided upon. It is said that Russia 
disavows any responsibility for or intention 
to take part in the entanglement. 


There is of course some color of a legal 
process to the high-handed thievery perpe- 
trated by Titpen’s ageuts in order to spirit 
away the books which contained the conciu- 
sive evidence of the income-tax fraud. 
‘There always is some color of a legal process 

’ to jobs of rascality put up by unscrupulous 
lawyers, but in this case the fact that a writ 
of replevin was resorted to and so illegally 
eerved as to constitute in effect an act of 
larceny only goes to show how esggmtial it 
was, to defeat-the ends of justice and avoid 
the disgraceful exposures impending, that 
‘Ti.pexN should by fair means or foul get pos- 
session of the books of the mining company 
in which was written the exhibit of the 
profits which he oniitted to mention in his 
fraudulent income-return. 


Nothing but the presence and active ex- 
ertions of a detachment of police prevented 
the New York Democratic State Convention 
at Syracuse yesterday from taking the form 
of an indiscriminate knock-dowh. The 
‘Tammany delegation from New York were 
on hand in full force, and resolutely 
determined to control the organization 
of the Convention, while the Tupen men 
were equally determined upon ruling out the 
hostile faction. The result was a scene of 
disorder and violence surpassing anything 
ever known in a New York State Convention. 
Tammany. was ooutgeneraled at the 
first sey and withdrew with the 
threat organizing a bolt, but 
sabsequently decided to return and renew 
the fight in open Convention. A test of 
strength showed Tripew to be in the minor- 

ity, the vote standing 196 to 181, and Tam- 
many is master of the situation, and will be

the principles of the party, among 
which, it is to be inferred, “ the 
majority rules” is not included, since the 
Convention which nomineted BoTLeR com- 
prised three-fourths of the duly-elected dele- 
gates, and was the actual and only Demo- 
cratic State Convention having authority to 
nominate candidates. Yesterday's gathering 
of the anti-Burzzr element of the Massa- 
chusetts Democracy amounted practically to 
an official advertisement of the destruction 
of the Democratic party in that State by 
Boruer. The ticket put in nomination will 
command only the Democratic votes which 
Borier would not under any circumstances 
have received, and will neither help nor 
hinder the election of Gov. Taso, the Re- 
publican candtiate. 


It will be sad news to the Marine Band 
and the American eagle that the Democratic 
constituents of Our Carrer have concluded 
to let the band play and the eagle scream 
without O. C.’s assistance. The Assyrians 
came down from the Seventh and Eighth 
Wards, and if Carrer had also “come 
down” he might not to-day be bereft of the 
boon of arenomination. His fidelity to the 
caucus in the contest for the House Door- 
keepership, in which the veteran and states- 
man Gen. Suretps was defeated by the ex- 
Confederate Freup, furnished his enemies 
with a weapon which they have used 
industriously and with considerable effect, 
but it was probably the emptiness of the 
‘*bar’l,” and the consequent lack of ‘‘rea- 
sons” for overlooking the mistake, that 
chiefly governed the result of yesterday's 
Convention of the Second District Democra- 
cy. Certainly as between the two candi- 
dates voted for the Convention put up by far 
the weaker man, and one whom the Repub- 
licans can assuredly beat by a heavy majori- 
ty if they are shrewd enough to perceive 
their opportunity and bring out a candidate 
with a view rather to electing him than 
to giving him the compliment of a 
nomination. The best that the Dem- 
ocrats of Chicago have 
to do thus far in the matter of Congressional 
timber is Little Doo.irriz_in the First and 
Mixes Keaor in the Second District, and 
there is no likelihood of their finding any 
sounder material in the Third. They have in 
fact accomplished two-thirds of the labor of 
securing a solid Republican representation 
from this city in the Forty-sixth House. 


THE NEW YORK CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 

We print this morning the report of the 
special Commissioners, consisting of several 
merchants selected from the Western and 
Eastern cities, and several Revenue Agents, 
who investigated the Customs Service last 
summer. This report, it has been under- 
stood, furnished the President and the De- 
partment the reason far the removal of Col- 
lector Artaur, of New York. It seems that 
this Commission had investigated the case of 
Mr. Lypeckxer, the chief and confidential 
Deputy of the Collector, and made his case 
the subject of a special report to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasnry. In the present report 
they refer to the fa that the evidence fur- 
nished by them impeaching Lyprcker had 
been ofticially s#bmitted to the Collector, who 
not only had continued the Deputy in office, 
but had continued to leave the general con- 
trol of the whole Custom-House in his hands. 
On this point the report reads: 


Ye were surprised to learn that Collector 
Anruur, after having been advised of the connec- 
tion of his Special Deputy. Mr. LypscKker, with 
schemes to defraud the Government, and ajter 
proofe of such offic:al misconduct ad been eub- 
mitted to him, still appeared to repose in Lypeck- 
Eu the most implicit confidence, and to aliow him 
to practically control the business mak&agement of 
the ow@ice. We found that the more honest and in- 
telligent officiais at the Custom-House had long 
had reason to distrust Mr. Lypeck8n’s integrity, 
and that the influence exercised by Aim over the 
Collector had been for a long time the subject of 
comment among them. 


It seems that when this Commission made 
@ special report of the clear case of Lypxcx- 
Ek’s long-practiced frauds, the Treasury De- 
partment furnished a copy of the report to 
Collector Artruvur, but that officer ignored 
the whole matter, and, while he did not dis- 
miss Lyprecker, he continued him in his con- 
spicuous and controlling place as Special 
Deputy. The Collector seemed to take the 
position that he held the office as a subordi- 
nate, not of the Government, but of Senator 
ConELING, and, as Senator Conxkiina had 
proved himself able to defeat his removal 
once, the Collector could afford to put the 
Government at defiance and continue Ly- 
DECKER in office, despite what seems to have 
been his notorious shortcomings. 

The report of the Commission will prove 
interesting reading to the merchants of all 
the Western cities. It sustains all the charges 
made by them against the outrageous dis- 
criminations made in the New York Custom- 
House, which have rendered it almost im- 
possible for Western merchants to import in 
competition with New York importers. 

They report that the importation of silk 
goods of all kinds has been carried on so 
dishonéstly that all the merchants of New 
York engaged in the silk trade have ceased 
toimport. The business has passed almost 
exclusively into the hands of resident agents 
of the foreign manufacturers. The invoiced 
prices of these goods thus sent to the manu- 
facturers’ agents have been persistently and 
notoriously undervalued ; and, though the val- 
uations had been at the time of the investi- 
gation somewhat” advanced, they were 
still at least 25 per cent less than the 
real value of the goods. Importers had been 
driven out of the business aud compelled to 
make their purchasas of the manufacturers’ 
resident agents in New York. One of these 
agents claimed to control the sale of one- 
third of all the best silk imported into the 
United States. The Commission comment 
severely on the system of valuation of silk 
followed in the New York Custom-House. 

The practice of undervaluation prevalent 
in the importation of silk goods had extend- 
ed to other classes of goods, especially in 
the matter of cigars and tobacco. They 
point out the conduct of the Appraisers 
and Examiners in silks and cigars, and rec- 
ommend that both the men be retired for 
others. In the matter of false weights and 
gauging, they found the greatest amount of 
carelessness and loss to the revenue, espe- 
cially in the matter of weighing sugar, and 
their investigations led to immediate re- 
forms in this respect. 

With respect to allowances for damages, 
they found that the Custom-House in New 
York was ran on the loosest style of morality. 
In certain classes of goods, the claim for 
damages invariably accompanied the filing 
of the invoice, an® allowance for damage 
being treated as a matter of courseand as a 
regular part of passing such goods through 
the Custom-House. So genefal was this 
business that a new branch of brokerage 
had grown up, and the ‘tdamage broker” 
was now @ regular ocenpation. They re- 
port that this allowamce has become an 
immense abuse. They also find that the 
whole Customs Service in the Western cities, 
and in all the cities outside of New York, is 
honestly and efficiently performed, and that 
the transportatfon of imports in bond to in- 
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been enabled ’ 


or loss to the revenue. 

The whole report is an ample vindication 
of the charges made by the merchants of the 
Western cities against the New York Cus- 
tom-House and its mode of doing business. 
Most of the frauds and abuses have been 
promptly remedied by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and to reach these he had to re- 
move certain officers, who, if not conniving 
at the wrong, obstructed the changes in the 
mode of official proceeding, and refused to 
correct the fraudulent practices. 


RESTRICTED COINAGE OF SILVER. 

An “Inquirer” writes to the New York 
Graphic, saying that he was ‘‘ struck recently 
by an article in Taz Cuicaco Trreune—a 
prominent silver paper—opposing an unlim- 
ited silver coinage,” and asks the opinion of 
the Graphic. Thereupon the Graphic re- 
plies that it does not see ‘‘ what harm could 
come of an unlimited coinage of silver, and 
of its being placed on a footing of equality 
with gold.” The position of Tuz Tainune 
in this matter is not fairly represented, ow- 
ing to a failure to make the proper distinc- 
tion between “limited” and “ restricted,” as 
Rpplied to coinage. Tux Tursune expressed 
itself as opposed to the “‘ unrestricted” coin- 
age of silver at this time for reasons that ap- 
pear to it as good and sufficient. 
age is limited not merely by the law, 
but by the capacity of the mints, which 
could not well be made to turn out 
more silver standard dollars than are 
now authorized by law. The minting capac- 
ity might be increased, but it would. be: at 
great expense; and, no matter to what extent 
the mints should be multiplied, it would be 
impolitic to remove the Government restrie- 
tion on the coinage of silver, and thus fur- 
nish England and Germany an easy escape 
from their present embarrassment of an ex- 
clusive gold standard. If the coinage of 
silver were practically unlimited by an indefi- 
nite mintage capacity, and if, at the same 
time, the privilege of coming silver were 
free to all, Engmnd, Germany, and every 
other country which pays large balances to 
the people of the United States, would pay 
in silyer at a par with gold; as it is now, we 
take . their silver, if at all, on 
the same basis at which they rate 
it,—that is, at its bullion value,— 
and, when converted into coin, the Govern- 
ment enjoys the profit on the transaction. 
To adopt the rule of free coinage, and at the 
same time increase the mintage capacity in- 
definitely, would be to give foreign coun- 
tries an advantage of 8 or 10 per cent, at 
current rates of silver bullion, in their trades 
with this country. With the balance of trade 
so enormously in favor of this country, we 
can compel foreign countries to pay us in 
gold, or in silver at its gold rate ; it would be 
shortsighted and impolitic to forego this ad- 
vantage for the time being, and the restric- 
tion imposed will greatly hasten the willing- 
ness of England and Germany to agree upon 
an international basis for the doubie stand- 
ard, the adoption of which is prevented by 
the attitude of these two nations alone. 

The Graphic also errs in likening the po- 
sition of the United States with that of 
Asia-in the silver matter. “It speaks of Asia 
having absorbed $70,000,000 more of silver 
in 1877 than its yearly average on account 
of the decline inthe value of silver ; it regards 
this as an advantage to Asia, and intimates 
that a similar drain of foreign silver into 
this country would be equally advantageous. 
This opmion ignores the faet that Asia has 
the single silver standard, as England and 
Germany have the single gold standard, 
while it is the aim of the most judicious ad- 
vocates of silver remonetization in this 
country to maintain the double standard. It 
is true that Asia, with its single silver 
standard, has a temporary advantage just 
now in the cheapness of the silver bullion, 
which, on that account, pours freely over 
into Asia in exchange for goods of China, 
Japan, and East India; but the time will 
come, and may not be very remote, when 
Asia will be at a disadvantage on account of 
a rise in the valne of silver bullion, because 
it will still be compelled torely upon its single 
silver standard. To remove all limitation and 
all restriction upon “the coinage of silver 
in this country, under the present con- 
ditions, would be to bring about a single 
silver standard ultimately in the United 
States; but the people of the United States 
would suffer a heavy loss on their foreign 
trade by reason of the low value of silver dur- 
ing the process, and might suffer afterwards 
by reason of being reduced to a single 
standard. We admit that the single silver 
standard is not so dangerous as the singie 
gold standard, but maintain that the double 
standard is preferable to either, and that it 
can be established on an international and 
enduring basis by the very policy which 
France and the United States are now pur- 
suing. Besides, if it be the aim of certain 
advocates of silvem_ remonetization to urge 
the adoption of an exclusive silver standard, 
then they should advocate the legalizing of 
fore'gn silver according to its relative face 
valine, instead of the more costly and slower 
process of erecting new mints. That would 
bea quick and certain way for bringing 
foreign silver into the country by - hundreds 
of millions inexchange for our exports. , 


BEER SUBSTITUTES. 

The hand of fraud has tampered with the 
beer-keg, and we cay no longer ‘be sure of 
the integrity of one of the prime necessities 
of life, and of a staff of existence upon which 
so mauy wayfarers are leaning for comfort 
and subsistence. 

The Milwaukee ews, in a recent issue, 
has an article upon substitutes for beer, in 
which it is shown that malt and hops are 
rarely the foundation of beer in that city. 
Of course if they are not used to any extent 
in that city the suspicion will at ouce arise 
that they are not used in this city. If they 
do it in Milwaukee, there is a possibility that 
they do it here. Can it be that they all do 
it ? 

The News alleges that the brewers of that 
city are using corn and rice instead of mali 
and hops, and the worst of it is that it 
proves it by reference to the revenue books, 
upon which the brewers are required to 
record each month every pound and bushel 
of material purchased for the manufacture 
of malt liquor. Here are some of the sta. 
tistics from these pages of overwhelming 
testimony: .During six months of the pres- 
ent year Pamir Autrerer has purchased 
3,500 bushels of corn. -The Philip Best 
Brewing Company at their five breweries 
consumed during the same period 546.218 
btishels of corn end 72,382 pounds of rice. 
VaLenTiIne Biarz,in four months, used up 
20,700 bushels of corn and 87,337 pounds of 
rice. The Milwaukee Brewing Company 
have devoted themselves all this year to corn, 
consuming 27,455 bushela Frep Muzer, 
with equal assiduity, has given all his energies 
to rice, ising up 81,253 pounds, There are 
five brewing establish F. Boncurrr & 
Som, Franz Pars, A. Gerriemay, Jacon 
Opeaman, and Joszepn Scatitz—who report 
no consumption of any material except hops

to rejoice that ‘them are five honest and 
righteous firms, but even in these cases the 
demon of suspicion comes in again, as it is 
stated that severahof them buy large quan- 
tities of malt from the maltster Grriacn, 
who runs a ricé-malt mill for their special 
accommodation. We can trust’ no one in 
that wicked city, that! has hitherto enjoyed 
such an excellent, yeputation for honest, 
cheap, and wholesome beer. It has tam- 
pered with that reputation and has lost it. 
Beer, like Cmsan’s wife, should be above 
suspicion. We expect spirituous liquors to 
be adulterated. Indeed, we should be in- 
clined to resent it if they were 
not. Nothing would so sadden_ the 
average drinker as to miss_ the 
benzine in his whisky, the fusel-oil in his 
brandy, the apple-juice in his champagne, or 
the old boots in his claret. The unadulter- 
ated article would not have the snap and 
zest of the drugged compounds to which he 
has been accustomed. The patron of wet 
goods will find no fault with these, but he 
must have his beer pure and innocent. It 1s 
his solace in time of sorrow, the Gennetlich- 
keit for his hours’ of gladness, his tonic when 
he is reduced, and the steadfast strengthener 
of his social ties. One never reaches the 
’ lowest depth of despair so long as he can get 
good beer. When that fails, then indeed are 
the doll’s legs stuffed with sawdust and life 
no better than sounding brass and the tink- 
ling cymbal. So long as it remains, he will 
sing, with Plunket : 


Ifurrah for the hops and hurrah for > malt, 
Tuocy are life's treasure and life's salf. 


A gentleman who has for years been con- 
fidentially employed in one of the largest of 
the Miiwankce breweries, in an interview 
with the representative of the News, draws 
asad picture of the effects of this wretched 
corp and rice beer. He says: ‘* Beer made 
from corn, rice, or wheat, is about as much 
beer as butter made from beef scrapings is 
butter, or sugar from old rags is sugar.” The 
rice is specially hurtful to the health. It 
gives the beer color and body, but it gives 
the drinker a head the next morning. The 
man who drinks ardent liquors expects to 
have a head on him the next morning, and 
he is disappointed if he does not find it 
constructed upon a very big scale; but 
he not expect a head from 
beer apy more thar he does from 
his tea and coffee. On the other hand, 
he should arise refreshed and _ rein- 
vigorated like a lion. Further says this 
one who knows: ‘ Corn is not so injurious 
to the health, but beer made partly from 
corn must be consumed right away. It is 
rather laxative in its effects. I have no 
doubt that either corn or rice made beer is 
capable of doing harm to delicate persons, 
to women, and to nursing children of women 
who drink it. Another thing, beer made 
from corn can never be lager-beer. It has 
nfarketed and consumed while 
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to be 
‘green.’ 

Of course the most suggestive feature of 
all this painful development lies in its local 
application. Are our brewers, like those in 
Milwaukee, reduced to such desperate 
straits in trying to keep body and soul 
together that they have to resort to these 
unwbolesome practices? Are they charging 
the saloon-keepers War prices for beer sub- 
stitues in order to keep out of the Poor- 
House ? Is the thirsty soul who lays down 
his nickel fora penny’s worth -of beer buy- 
ing an extract of rice or corn instead of the 
wholesome juice of the malt and hops? 


These are questions that ought to be answer” 


ed, and the brewers themselves ought to do 
it. What are we to do if our beer is ruined ? 


THE ISSUE IN CONNECTICUT. 

The action of the Connecticut Republican 
Convention furnishes another reply to the 
Democrats who are anxious to persuade the 
country that the Republican party is going 
{o pieces as well as the Democratic party 
over the currency issue. No expression of 
opinion could be more unequivocal than the 
following resolutions, which demand— 


Second—That the bonds of the United States and 
legal-tender notes issued under the necessities of 
War are sacred debts, to be paid to the last dollar 
in the standard money of the world. That the 
only money recognized tn the Constitution or in 
exchange of the world is gold and silver coin of 
the weight and fineness which yvive it universal 
currency: and we demand that all currency shal! 
be redeemable in coin at the will of the holder. and 
that coin and currency shall be kept at par with 
the void standard of the world. 

7h ird—That the issue of legal-tender notes was 
only justifiadle by the necessities of war, and that 
any attempt to iower the standard of money, to 
increase the voiume of irredeemable paper cur- 
rency, to make the money unstable, or to deterio- 
rate coin, is simply repudiation, and thus we de- 
ciare a reissue of legal-tender paperin time of 
profound peace would be without excuse, and a 
yross violation of the Constitution of the United 
States, and therefore we demand the actua) re- 
sumption of specie-payments at the time fixed by 
law, and that Concress shali do no act to delay it, 
but shall leave the country free in its reviving 
prosperity. 


The disappearance of the Democratic par- 

ty in Maine before the torrent of Fiatism 
to which it opened its gates, and the 
voluntary surrender of the Democratic 
party in Massachusetts to Butlerism, are 
circumstances that have strengthened in- 
stead of weakened- the devotion of the Re- 
publican party to the eause of Honest money, 
—coin, aud currency redeemable in coin. 
The course taken by Republican Conventions 
since the exhibition of strength made by the 
so-called Nationals is not only right, but wise 
jt has become evi lent that the 
Democrats everywhere are prepared to sacri- 
fice their party organization to the excesses 
of the Communists and Fiatists, and there 
remaius only the Republican party to unite 
the conservative classes uf society who are 
opposed to repudiation and anarchy without 
any regard to former divisions or dead is- 
snes. The Detaocratie politicians 
encouraged and developed the recent  so- 
cial and currency fallacies ‘wherever 
such fallacies have .cropped ont; they 
have spared no effort to attract to 
themselves all the fanatics and all the dis- 
honest, men who have adopted any phase of 
they have even 
shown their willingness to abandon their 
party organization and figure only as the 
tail to the National kite. Inu this condition 
of things, the opportanity invites the Re- 
“publican party to abide by its traditions, and 
igsist upon good government aud a rational 
system of finance. 

The Connecticut Democrats, who held 
their Convention on Sept. 20, made a des- 
perate effort to trim their sails so as_to ride 
between what they tonceived to be equal 
dangers of honest money and dishonest 
money.

the public debi”; nevertheless they de- 
nounced the financial policy of the Repub- 
lican Administration ip favor of resumption 
*“ as the direct and shortest way to univer- 
sal bankruptcy.” Of eourse, there is no

sense, reason, or hontsly in grouping t>- 


they cannot command respect from intelli- 
gent voters of any party. We should think 
that the struggle in Connecticut, as it was 
in Maine and will be in Massachusetts, must 
lie between the Republican party and the 
National party. Noman in favor of main- 
taining a national currency at par with coin 
will want to vote with a party which de- 
nounces and repudiates the only sure plan 
for doing so ; on the other hand, those who 
believe that there should be a system of irre- 
deemable fiat currency as the absolute and 
exclusive money of this country will scarcely 
care to vote with a party which declares 
gold and silver to be the constitutional 
standard, and this standard the most stable 
basis for commercial transactions. It would 
seem inevitable, if elections were conducted 
on rational principles, that the present issue 
should reduce the contest in Connecticut to 
the Republicang on one side and the Nation- 
als on the other; as it is, we presume that a 
good many people will cling to the Demo- 
cratic party as a force of habit, and that the 
Democratic politicians like Senator Eaton 
(who left town in disgust whea he heard of 
the tenor of the resolutions) will remain 
true to the party as a machine for manipu- 
lating the spoils. But the only logical 
choice to be made by voters is between the 
Republican party, which wants a Govern- 
ment currency kept at par with coin, andthe 
Nationals, who want a paper currency that 
rests purely upon fiat, is redeemable in noth- 
ing, and will exclude all coin from circula- 
tion. 


THE NATIONAL BONDS. 

The Richmond (Va.) Whig states that it 
recently found in Taz Tripune the editori- 
al in which we gave a description of the 
dates, rates of interest, and other particulars 
concerning the outstanding bonds of the 
United States ; and, with true Virginia po- 
liteness, it adds: ** We naturally suspected 
some fraud on the part of our Chicago con- 
temporary,” and ‘‘ submitted its exhibit to a 
friend learned in fhe law, and who had all 
the statutes which created the bonds.” 

This friend, ** learned in the law” and 
who ** has all the statutes,” in his report 
denies that any of the bonds issued before 
the War, or which were issued in exchange 
for coin prior to the Legal-Tender act, can 
be regarded as payable in coin. It ig useless 
to argue with a man who, “‘ with all the 
statutes,” gives an opinion as a professional 
lawyer to that effect. Until the Legal-Ten- 
der act of 1862, the general law of the United 
States under which these bonds were issned ‘ 
provided that in the payment of all debts 
and demands due by the United States the 
public creditor should be paid in gold and 
silver coin, or Treasury notes, if the creditor 
would agree to receive them. When these\ 
bonds were issued they were issued for coin, ) 
but the Richmond man “ with all the 
statutes ” thinks differently. ( 

The ‘‘ feiend learned in the law,” referring 
to the well-known 5 per cent bond, known as 
the 10-40s of 1864, writes : 


> 

I fail to find in the published laws of the United 
States for 1864 any authority for the isene of a 
10-40 loan. Ido dnd, however, a law of June 30, 
1864 [13th Stats. at Large, page 215), authorizing 
a 5-30 loan, ‘*‘ or, if deemed expedient, made pay- 
able not more than forty years from date.”’ These 
bonds bear co'n interest **not exceeding 6 per 
cent, payable in coim,’'—but the principal is not 
made payable in coin, as claimed oy Tue Taiscene; 
nothing whatever is said as to ihe kind of money 
in which it is to be paid, and the stateinent of Tux 
Tribune that the actof 184 antborizing the issue 
of these bonds provides that they shall be paid, 
principal and interest, in coin, is simply false. 


In i804, when the issue of 10-40 bonds 
was authorized, the communications between 
uchmend and Washington were considerably 
disturbed, and the learned gentleman’s copy 
of the statutes for that year probably mis- 
carried, and, though he thinks he has “ all 
the statutes which created the bonds,” there 
is evidently one of them missing. If he will 
inguire around among the Justices of the 
Peace in Richmond, some one of them may, 
perhaps, point out to him the act of March 
3, 1864, which authorzes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to borrow not exceeding #200,- 
000,000 during that fiseal year, and to issue 
bonds bearing date March 1, 1564, redeema- 
ble at the pleasure of the Government after 
not less than five years, and payable at any 
time not more than forty years from date, 
‘rw corn.” The interest was to be not ex- 
ceeding 6 per cent a year ‘‘ in coin.” Under 
the discretion given by the act, the time was 
made 10-40 years, and the interest 
fixed at 5S per cent. Unfortunately 
for the country, the bonds were issued 
and are outstanding, and on their face are 
payable, principal and interest, in coin. [If 
the Richmond lawyer can demonstrate that 
no such law was ever passed, and that all 
such bonds were issued illegally, and that 
neither principal nor interest can lawfully 
be paid, he will relieye the country of nearly 
$200,000,000 of coin debt, and save the 
Treasury over $9,000,000 annually of coin 
interest. A knowledge of the law, and the 
possession of all the statutes, ably exercised, 
can thus be made useful to morality and 
to mankind, The Richmond gentleman 
‘* failing to find” any law authorizing the 
issue of the 10-40 bonds, of course it follows 
that no such bonds were ever legally issued. 
Let him inform the Secretary of tiie Treasury 
of the fact, and that officer will probably 
rejoice that there is so much less debt to be 
paid with fiat money. The Richmond paper 
ought to press this discovery ; it is important 
and original, 

The consols of 1865, 1567, and 1868, which 
the Secretary of the Treasury was authorized 
to make ** payable in coin, or in other lawful 
money, the Richmond oracle maintains are 
all payable in paper. As there is no material 
difference in the value of peper and that of 
gold, the question is of slight importance, 
the more particularly as these bonds are all 
6G per cent bonds, and are disappearing at the 
rate of a million of dollars a day, being re- 
placed with the new 4 percent bonds. Long 
before any legal controversy on the point 
whether the 6 per cent consols are payable 
in coin or paper can be raised, the bonds 
themselves will all be extinguished, and dis- 
cussion now is both useless and unprofitable.

If the act of Congress in 1869 making the 
bonded and legal-tender debt of the country 
payable in coin or its equivalent was 
‘*gratuitons,” so far as it applied to debts 
created before its passage, in what respect 
was the act of 1802—which, acéording to 
this friend, ‘‘learued in the law,” made all 
the debts contracted before the War pay- 
able in paper—different? In the oue cise the 
clearly retroactive legislation is defended on 
moral and legal grounds; why not equally 
moral and legal in the otbercase? ‘Tims, 
and the recovered credit of the country, have, 
however, settled the whole qnestion by re- 
moving that difference in valae of coin and 
paper that oncé made this question one of 
pecunjary interest. 

I¢is claimed that, if there were no bonds, 
the money now invested in them would “‘ be 


culnpelled to seek channels of business which | 


give food to starving millions.” When the 
idle money of the country is voluntarily 
seeking investment at 4 per cent a year, it 
hardly needs any urging to seek channels of 
business. Let the business offer the chance 
of profit, let the productive industry point 
outa market in which manufactared products 
ean be sold at a profit after paying the cost 
of production, and money in unlimited 
abundance will be found to invest. Money 
now seeks the low-nterest-bearing bonds be- 
cause there is no other offeritg for any in- 
vestment. It once/ sought investment in 
State stocks, but it is unnecessary to tell Vir- 
ginians that mongy does not seek that direc- 
tion now. When money has an established 
fixed value,—when a man puts money. in and 
knows what money will be when it comes 
out,—then business will assume stability, and 
production and consumption will resume 
their natural prosperity. 


The triumph of the ButLeR faction in Massa- 
chusetts, coming on the heels of the Maine dis- 
aster, has rather weakened the ivierest which 
the Indiana Democracy feels in the triumph of 
the Greenbackers in that State. Reports come

Derroir, Mich., Sept. 25.—The propeller 
Benton, Capt. William Thorn, reached this 
port this afternoou with a young man on board 
named George Percy, who had been rescued 
from a drifting wreck twelve miles this side of 
Cleveland at 2:30 o’clock. The ship was plow- 
ng the waves at full speedin the face of a stiff 
wind, and it was only by very good fortune that 
the sulferer’s cries for help were beard, The 
night was dark, but, guided by Percy’s voice, 
the crew were able to find and raise him from 
his perilous position,—upon the side of a 
capsized yacht. He was very weak from 
long exposure to the elements, and 
almost famished, having been thirty-eight 
hours adrift without sustenance. Percy left 
Cleveland with Angus McGinnis Monday morn- 
ing on a pleasure sail, The wind was blowing 
very fresh, aud, when three miles from the pier, 
the yacht was struck by a sort of whirlwind, 
lifted almost out of the water, and thrown on 
its side. The water rushed into the cabin, but 
the sail spread out upon the water, and vre- 
vented her from turning completely over. The 
lads climbed on the side, which was partially 
submerged, so that the water washed entirely 
over it and came up uearly to their waists. 
As the afternoon wore on they were driited 
out imto the lake, driven by a south- 
east wind biowing fresh trom shore. 
About midnight a schooner was perceived close 
bv, and the victims shouted frantically without 
making themselves heard. Ali at once the 
schooner made a tack, and, coming on at full 
speed, struck the capsized yacht obliquely upon 
the stern, shaving off the mast and frigging.

TORONTO, Sept. 2.—Lord Dufferin was to- 
day the recipient of several addregses, one of 
which was presented by the Irish Benevolent 
Society. in reply toit, His Exveilency alluded 
to the’Weligious feuds which exist in Canada, 
and expressed a hope that all Irishmen wouid 
endeavor to put down Orange and Green war- 
fare, as it was injurious to Canadian happiness 
and growth. He depicted the bloody scenes he 
had wituessed in the City of Belfast, helplesslv 
given over for an eutire week into the hands 
of two contending religious factions, and asked 
what could be more Cain-like, more insane, than 
to import into this country, where ail 
have been freely admitted upon equal terms, 
the bioodthirsty strife and brutal quarrels of 
the Old Worla. He said: “Be wise, there- 
fore, in time, if you desire to avert an impend- 
ing calamity. Itis the dutv of .every human 
being amongst vou—Protestant and Catholic— 
to consider, with regard to these matters, what 
is the real dutv he owes to the good of the 
country and to each other. é' 

C. J. Campbell, W. G, Cassels, and Edward 
8S. Cox, bankers and brokers, who lately failed 
here, appeared before the Police Magistrate to- 
day to answer a charge of fraud preferred 
by Ald.

RAIN AND: WIND. 


Chicago Visited by the Severest 
Storm of the Seasoh. 


—_o_ 


Damage Done to Trees, Chimneys, 
Giass, Pavements, Ete. 


Reports from Various Points Giving an 
Idea of the Range of the 
Storm. 


IN CHICAGO, 
HEAVIBST POR YEARS. 

The most extraordinary storm of wind, hail, 
and rain which ever visited this section of coun- 
try amused, entertained, and interested the 
Chicago people yesterday. It was not a pro- 
longed and tedious affalr, but @ short, sharp, 
and decisive conflict in tWO parts—a battle, a 
defeat, another battle, and a second repulse. 
The wind and its allies undertook to break up 
the city; they stopped outdoor business for a 
time, but were driven off; later they returned 
and made another attack, and the returns now 
in show that they did nothing more serious than 
to stop a oval! match, which may or may not have 
been acalamity. To be sure, some signs were 
blown down, some hats lost, some women 
scared, some trees disleaved, some streets flood- 


ed, some pavement carri¢d away, and much’ 


otherwise useful profanity wasted by people 
who deemed themscives 4ujured or inconven- 
ienced. 

The first attack was shortly afterlla.m. It 
was not formidable, but called itself a thunder- 
storm, and shed peaceful water, terrifving thun- 
der, and occasional lightning without prejudice. 
Of course the people on the streets hastened ip- 
side, and the saloon-keepers, shop-lifters, and 
pickpockets did a roariug business. At this 
time the wind was from the southeast. Twenty 
minutes later the decent, comfortable storimn had 
changed into a wild carvival of disturbance, 
which sent even the wandering express-wagon 
aud predatory hack into the nearest alley or 
shelter. The rain changed from drops into 
sheeis, from sprinkling to pouring, and with 
the aid of che circling wind it played the most 
extraordinary pranks and dia the most uncall- 
ed-for things. From 11:30 on the ramfall was 
the largest ever known in this city. In eight 
minutes it rained the equivalent of 92-100 of aa 
inch all about the centre of the city. This un- 
precedented fall was at the rate of nearly seven 
inches in an hour, which was tar faster than any- 
thing that even Noah sdw. it was more than 
toree times the estimated and guaranteed capac- 
itv of the sewers, which are supposed to be 
equal to the task of conveying all the water 
which can fall. The result can easily be 
judged; the sewers were gorged and the streets 
were turned into lakes and ponds. Where the 
pavement was in good condition all was well; 
where it was old the water insinuated itself un- 
derneath, and in many cases floated off the 
whole covering of a sireet. Nobody cared 
much about that except the strect-car compa- 
nics. When their tracks were undermined and 
set off there was generally troubie and a iew 
cars olf the track, but nothing serious in the 
way of costly damage. 

THB HiGu?t OF THE STORM 
was about 11:40 a. m., and aiterthat it subsided 
rapidiy. After the flercest burst of rain came a 
short shower of hail-stones, which were more 
dreaded than there Was any reason for, inas- 
much as they were uot flinty and pAarmful, Dut 
generality like snowballs, 

The general direction of the storm could not 
be judged by the weather-vanes, for they were 
in almost constant variation. It may be said, 
in a general way, that there was little or no 
fiercepess to the storm nerth of Kandolph street 
in the West Divisiou, vor so far north as Divis- 
ion street in the North Division. And again, 
there was noting excessive inthe storm south of 
lwenty-sixth street iu the South Division, from 
which it may be toferred that the gale of wind 
moved in a diagonal direction across the city. 

‘The attack in the afternoon Was not so violent 
by any manner of means. it was a lively brash 
of rain, with some wind, but nothing like the 
morning affair. 

sergeant Lynch, of the Signal Service, reports 
that the ramiall was 1 40-100 inches. Noting 
the fact that about two-thirds of this fell in 
eight minutes, it will be seen that the rest of 
the storm Was not 80 severe. 

‘The patural comparison of yesterday would 
be with the storm which visited this eity in July 
last. That one was distinguished by an im- 
mense rainfall, compared with which yester- 
day’s was but a sprinkie. Iu the July storm 
4.14 inches of rain fell, while yesterday the 
total fali was 1.40, or about one-third as much. 
RUNAWAY TEAMS. 

When the storm was at its hight, and it 
seemed as if Lake Michigan had been suddenly 
lifted up into the heavens and poured over the 
city, the teams hitched and unhitched along 
Franklin and South Water streets, im the 
vicinity of the Lumber Market, started off and 
joimed in a grand runaway. The owners of the 
establiahmeuts had sought shelter when the 
storm arose, and the borses had a free fleld for 
their mad gallops. ‘There were no less than 
seven teams og the dead run down South 
Water street, between Lake street and Fifth 
avenue, at one time. But there was one human 
occupant of one of the vehicies, a little girl of 
6 vears, aud her critical situation presented a 
thrilling picture as the horse attached to the 
buggy. dashed along the street. The child’s 
father had left her sitting in the buggy a few 
moments befure the storm broke forth in its 
wild furv, and tbe horse—usually a well- 
behaved and gentile aniniali—was forced to run 
away by the pelting rain and hail. The danger 
became greater as the horse reached Fifth 
avenue aud was about toturn into tiat thor- 
oughbfare. A number of taugmen and other 
mariners had congregated in George Gilman’s 
saloon to avoid the deluge, and ove of them, 
Hardy William, a young man, saw the immt-

A chimney on the Woodruff House, corner of 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-first street, was 
knocked off by lightning. yond the demoli- 
tion of the chimney no age was done. 

About 150 feet of the sidewalk on the west 
side of Holsted street, just north of Twenty- 
ninth street, was lifted unbroken and thrown 
to the opposite side of the street. One gas- 
lamp was completely demolished thereby. 

A gravel-roofed shed belonging to the Chi- 
cago Plow Works, N. 8 Bouton owner, and 
adjoining the manufactory on Archer avenue, 
was blown or crushed flat, It was about 100 
feet square, and the damage is said to be about 
$1,000; insured. 

It was indirectly reported that B. P. Hutchin- 
son’s packing-house at Fortieth street was 
struck by lightning. The damage was pot 
stated, though it was said that the rent in one 
end of toe building was large enough to admit 
a the entrance of a box freight-car. No loss of

ln the vicinity of Halsted and Twenty-second 
street there was a ramor that a woman had 
been killed by being biown against the side of 
ahouse. A diligent and careful search faiied 
to substantiate the story. 

Some little damage was done on the North 
Side. Several trees were broken down, and a 
lew sidewalks and signs were damaged by the 
wind, but no serious accidents have been re- 
ported, 

‘Two large plate-giass windows in the whole- 
sale grocery house of Durand & Co., Nos. 42 
and 46 Wabash avenue, were blown in and brok- 
en over the head of F. J. Kennett, cutting him 
severely. A physician sewed up the wounds, 
and he was then taken to his home, No. 375 
Dearborn avenue. 

About thirty feet of the cornice on the Bryant 
Block, corner of Dearborn aud Randolph streets, 
was blown down. Damage, $50. 

SHOCKING. 

He or she who buys fruit at a street-corner 
might have experienced a quickening of the ap- 
petite had be or she witnessed an incident which 
happened immediately after the big blow 
at the corner of Clark and Washine- 
ton streets. The fruit-stand of one Italian 
was blown over, and his luscious wares lost to 
sight in the water, which filled the gutters a 
depth of about six inches. Undismayed, how- 
ever, the son of Italy waded into the water, and 
using bis bands as rakes, ** feit’’ for bie grapes 
witb ali the industry and earnestness of a man 
panving out gold. When a bunch was found, 
it was eagerly taken up, and after undergoing a 
‘“‘washing’’ in the same clear and sparkling 
flood from which it had been rescued 
was restored to its place in the tempting array 
upon the stand. Andthe happy Hoosier with 
bis girl on his arm probably wondered, after 
cativg of the restored fruit, why it was that 
Chicago grapes were «Oo much nicer than those 
of other places. Some peopie, it is said, don’t 
know chalk from cheese. It is just as true 
that dthers don’t know the difference between 
grapes aod a combination of tobacco quida, 
cigar stumps, and street mud. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

A chimney at No. 134 Clark strect was struck 
by lightuing, and the bricks and mortar precip- 
itated down into Brewster’s hat store, doing 
considerable damage to stock and injuring Mr. 
Brewster considerably. The water which fol- 
lowed the breakage damaged the stock several 
hundred dollars. 
~ As far as can be learned there was no damage 
of consequence to any of thé railroads leading 
to this city. A large plate-glass window at the 
local otliceof the Michigan Central, corner of 
Randolph and Clark streets, was forced out by 
the wind and smashed into a thousand frag- 
ments, Fortunately no one was hurt. An 
awning at the same place was also blown down. 
About 150 feet of the left-ficid fence of the base- 
ball grounds on the lake-front was torn down 
and portious of it buried against the passenver- 
cars standing on the track. But beyond slieht 
scratches andsome broken windows no damaye 
was done to the cars. During the continuance 
of the storm the telegraph instruments and 
telephones were in afcarful agitation, spitting 
fire and making a terrible racket. 

The wind bore down upon and all around one 
of the targe lamps at the Randolph street frout 
of the Sherman House and wrenched it to oue 
side, but did not detatch it from the lamp-post. 
No further damage was done at the Tremont 
than the overflowme of some of the gutters. 
The Palmer escaped, and the Grand Pacific was 
found much better prepared for the flood than 
it was some weeks ago, when the engine fires 
were put out and the laundry and boiler-room 
more or less flooded. This time the pumps 
were on hand and put into use without delay. 
and the surplus water was speedily turned into 
otber channels. ’ 

The heavy fall of water caused a strong out- 
ward current in the river, but no damage was 
done the shipping in the harbor by it. 

The schooner Annie M. Peterson, a large 
grain-carrier, was struck by the lightning while 
lying at the Onondaga Salt Company’s dock on 
tne South Branch, and had her {6remast splin- 
tered. That was the only accident that voe- 
curred to the vessels in the barbor, so far as as- 
certained. 

‘The second storm assisted the first one to 
float off the pavemeut between the car-tracks 
on Madison strect, east of Halsted, and for a 
time travel was delayed by the horses plunging 
about and falling over the floating blocks. As 
soon, however, as the sewers carried off the 
excess of water the Company’s men relaid the 
blocks, and all was well again. The track on 
Randolph street between Filth avenue aud 
Clark street was also under water for a time, 
hindering travel. 

The Western Union Telegraph Company 
suffers a considerable loss in the breakage of 
their wires, especially upon Canal street iv the 
West Division. The roof of their main office was 
also broken so far as te letina guud deal of 
water. Add to this that ao uvautborized and 
illegitimate development of electricity in the 
nature of a flash of lightning came into the 
oflice without permission and set the switeh- 
board on fire, and it will be seen that the Com- 
pany took rather more than its share of the 
storm. 

The Exposition Building passed through a 
severe trial, being racked and torn by the lorce 
of the wind and rain. Some glass was broken, 
some water let in, and some pedple scared, but 
no serious damage was done. 

A section of Biue Island avenne bhetween 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets seems to 
hfive been right in the path of the storin, for it 
tore off the chimneys, piazzas, and partions of 
the roofs of several cottages, toppled over a 
frame shanty used as @ blacksmith shov, and 
lifted large sections of the sidewalk and threw 
them into the middie of the streets, obstructing 
street-car traffic for nearly an hour. Trews, 
sheds, snd outhouses in the same neiyhbor- 
hood were blown about, and carried from one 
yard into another.

FINANCE AND TRADE. 


Slower Movement of the Crops to 
. Market, and the Eficct on 
Finances.

Metropolitan Street-Railway Again-- 
Carroli-Felker Case. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Di- 
vorce Business, Etc. 


Proceedings in the Supreme Court at 
Oitawa Yesterday. 


—_——— 


Another motion was made yesterday after- 
noon before Judge Harlan in the case of Foster 
vs. The Metropolitan City Railway Company to 
dissolve the injunction issued by Judge Moore 
two years ago. The bili was originally filed by 


Foster, a stockholder of the West Division 
Railway Company, to prevent the Metro- 
politan City Raiiway Company § from 
laying their proposed tracks on 


Canal and Lake streets. Judge Drummond 
granted a temporary injunction on condition 
that the Metropolitan Company should at once 
begin condemnation proceedings to condemn 
whatever rights the West Division Company 
might bave tothe use of the above strects. 
This was done, and the jury returned a verdict 
of one cent damages in favor of the West 
Division Company. An appeal was taken to 
the Supreme Court, where the verdict of the 
Court below was affirmed last June. 

Last summer, when Judge Harlan was here, 
a motion was made before him to dissvive the 
injunction granted by Judge Drummond on the 
ground that the Metropolitan Company had 
complied with the condition and the verdict of 
the State Court, and was entitied to go on’ lay- 
ing its tracks. 

Judge Beckwith, on behalf of the West Divis- 
ion Company, represented that an application 
would be made fora rehearing, and that the 
injunction should not be dissolyed until the 
rehearing was decided. The motion was there- 
fore postponed for the time. The application 
for rehearing was accordingly made, and over- 
ruled by the Supreme Court, the opinion being 
tiled only two or three days ago. and vesterday 
another motion was made by Judge Lawrence 
and Mr. Pratt for the Metropolitan Company 
for a dissulution of the injunction. 

The counsel on the other side, Judge Beck- 
with, wished to have the matter postponed un- 
tii Judge Drummond’s return, so be could hear 
it, apa, after a short discussion, Judge Harlan 
said he would consider the matter over night, 
and decide this morning whether he would hear 
the application at all or not. 

THE FELKER-CAKROLL CASB 

came up fn the Criminai Court again yesterday 
morning, and was disposed of. ‘The question at 
issue was whether or not Gov. Cullom had the 
leval right to revoke his warrant for the arrest 
of Carroll on a requisition before the warrant 
had been executed. Without any arrument, 
Judge Rogers delivered the following opinion, 
substantially, and Carroll walked out of courva 
{ree man: 

The Governor of lilinois, ander the provisions 
of the Constitution and jiaws of the United States 
and of this State, relating to the extradition of 
fugitives from justice from another State, issued 
his warrant under the seal of the State, command- 
ing the arreat of dames (Carro!!] and bis deiivery to 
Moses ©, Feiker, an agent appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of the Mate of Nebraska, to ‘receive and re- 
turn him to that State. Hefore the warrant could 
be lawfuliy tasued two things were requisite: (1) 
Carroil should have been demanded by the Govy- 


ernor of Nebraska, from which Ktaie 
he had fled ; (2) there should have 
been filed with the Governor of 
tule Siate a copy of the indictment 


found or aifidavit made vefore @ Magistrate chary- 
ing the fugitive with having comnutted the offense, 
certified as authentic by the Governer. The Kx- 
ecutive of Lihpois having tesuec his warrant, and 
it being regular om its face, showing the prerequi- 
Rites, the arrest of Carrvuil under it Was prima facie 
justified, ana, if nothing else appeared and there 
Was no question Of bis identity, & must be clearly: 
my duty to remand him tothe custody of Felker 
and dismiss the writ of habeas corpus, but, pend- 
ing the hearing on the writ, the Governor has re- 
voked the warrant, and euch revocation is pre- 
sented under the seal of the State. Has he the

It is clear, aud has been repeatedly so decided. 
that the law makes the Governor the jndge of tne 
authority and legality of the prerequisite to his is- 
suing the warrant, sad if there iawo question as 
to the identity of the fugitive, if the warrant sets 
forth the jurisdictional facts, Courts have almost 
upliormly held that the warrant is conclusive, and 
that there is nothing to do but to snatain it, and on 
hubeas corpus te remand the fugitmu.. VW her tae 
CGoverbeor 6 warrant Goes not sei oul the require. 
ments, or On its iace show that the requirements 
have been satisfied, Courts have held the warrant 
to be illegaliy issued, and have discharged the al- 
leged fugitives, 

The warrant in this case is regular, and I am sat- 
isfied of the identity of the accused, and if the 
case rested there, there would be nothiny jeft but 
to remand Carroll into the custody of Felker. But 
the Governor having revoked the Warrant. and if 
he has the rightand power to do tulsa, then Carrol! 
is heid without warrant, andis entitied to be dis- 
charged, 

This power is denied by the counsel of Felker. 
the agent, and it is insisted that the action of the 
Governor in issuing his warrant in the first pi; 
was merely ministerial, as stated by Chief-Justi 
Taney in Kentucky vs. Dennison, 24 Howard, 66. 
and that such ministerial act, especiaiiy after the 
execution of the warrant by the arrest of the fuyi- 
tive, Cannot be recalled. in one sense it is minis- 
terial-—the issuing « Warrant under the express re- 
quirements of astatute of the United States and 
of this State. Yet that warrant can only be 
issued, us we have seen, upon ithe ex- 
amimation of papers required to be submitted 
to him, and upon the exercise of his jadgment as 
to their sufficiency and iecvality. He must deter- 
mine facts, and he must cxercise discretion and 
judgment. If he errs, und after issuing the war- 
rant fluds it out, it would seeim 10 be cousonant 
with right and justice that be should retrace bis 
stepe by recalling it, A case might arise in which 
a Govervor might be grossly imposed upon, as by 
the presentation of forged documents, er requisi- 


tions in due and legal form might be, and have 


been, vresented in bad faith, with no object or in- 
tention of baving & man tried upon the charge 
coutained in the indictment or warrant, but 
with an ultenor design, under the forms of 
extradition papers against a man innocent 
of the specific charge,—but wanted for other 
purposes. in such & Case the Governor would not 
ve obliged tu issue his warrant, and would be 
justified in refusing it, or, if he had issued it, to 
annui aud revoke it. This power of revocation 
has been exercised in Other States. (See 6 Amer. 
Jurist, 226; 7 Law Reports, 386, and ip a very re- 
cent article by 5.

I am satisfied he 
bas the power to do it while the alieged fugitive is

Thirty-three prisoners were arraigned in 
the Criminal Court yesterday afternoon. Among 
them was the murderer, Pete Stevens, and Charies 
W oodwara, the Palmer House jewelry thief. They 
both entered pleas of not guilty. Samuei Raymond 
pleaded guilty to burglary. and was given two 
years in the Penitentiary; Martin Berry and John 
Martin pleaded guilty to larceny, and were given 
sixty days each inthe House of Correction; Pat 
llickey pleaded guilty to larceny, and was sé@nt to 
jail for thirty days; and James Johnson and Jobn 
smith pleaded guilty to larceny, and were re- 
inanded. 


In the estimate of expenses in the several 
county offices and instituuons printed yesterday 
an ipjustice was done County-Clerk Klokke and 
Crimimal-Clerk Stephens, who came into office in 
Decemoer last, while a year’s expenses were 
charged uptotbem.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


Four per cents to the tune of $1,000 were 
taken at the Sub-Treasury yesterday. 


The currency disbursements at the Sub- 
Treasury yesterday amounted to $160,000. The

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday 
aggregated $24,596.

The Democratic Congressional Convention for 
the Second District was held yesterday afternoon 
in Wall's Hall, corner Adams and Halsted streets, 
Tom Kavanaugh in the chair and Patrick Henry 
O'Toole Secretary. The usual Committee on (re- 
dentiale was appointed. A communication from 
Capt. Connett, of.no general interest, was read 
and referred to the Commitiee on Credentials. An 
attempt to foist a speech by Cameron on the Con- 
vention was fortunately headed off by the adoption 
of a motion to take a recess. Bul even that device 
didn’t work, for as soon as the recess was de- 
clared Cameron showed up bright and lively, 
and proceeded to expose things generally, 
beginning with the statement that &@ man 
could pot take a nomination from such 
a’ Convention and remain a’ gentleman. 
Warming with the subject, he declared that the 
Convention was aspurious, bastard gathering. He 
related how the Secretary of the Committee had 
calied on him anc offered bim thé seventy-six 
votes of the Convention for $1,000, and had after- 
wards claimed that the offer was a stiff. After de- 
nouncing the way in which the Convention was 
called, the speaker anxiously inquired if his hear- 
ers were going to standit, and, when they said 
they would, he was not discomposed, bat called 
on them to adjourn,—a proposition which was 
laughed down, It then appeared to Cameron that 
the callers of the Convention were tricksters and 
liars, and he added that he would not take a nom- 
ination from such a Conven.ion, and, further, that 
he spat upon and spurned it. For this he was re- 
warded with shouts of ** You couldn't get it; you 
never had/’a show forit. Get down,” and the !ike. 
To this the speaker replied that he was not to be 
‘*griven from bis course of propriety and balance 
of equilibrium.’ These last words had the effect 
to etun the delegates of the Seventh and Eighth 
Warde. Taking advantage of the momentary si- 
lence thus created, Mr. Cameron tried to close by 
saying that the man who was nominated would be 
defeated, and that be would stump the district to 
beat him.

The Convention was called to order about 11 
o'clock by the President, Mr. John E. Whittlessy. 
REPORTS. 

The aunual report of the President was read by 
the Secretary. This document cntered somewhat 
into tne history of the organizatton during the past 
year, reviewed the action of the National Conven- 
tion of the craft, cwelt particularly on the im- 
portance of the resolution on credits adopted at 
that meeting, and urged unity of action among 
creditors to the end that favoritism on the part of 
inselvents might be avoided. The numoer of 
failares in the Weet. the report stated, bad been 
less during the past year than for the year previ- 
ous, owing largely to the precautions taken 
in the matter of allowing credits; 
and many of these failures might 
have been avoided, or proved less in amount. by a 
more general observation on the part of manafac- 
turers of the correcitea-iiats furnished them by tne 
Acting Secretary. The author of the report took 
the ground that there should be athankful spirit 
for the good already accompiished, for the dangers 
averted, and an example set that should prove 
heloful in a still greater degree. 

The report was accepted and Jaid on the table. 

The Treasurer's report showed total receipts for 
the vear, including the balance fram his predecess- 
orand the proceecs from membership fees, of 
$746. The disbursements were $303, leaving a 
balance in the treasury of $382. 

The report was accepted. 

Mr. Angle, of the Committee on FPreichta, re- 
ported progress in the matter of securing better 
rates of transportation. 

Mr. Carter, of the Committee on Investigation, 
made a report of the work performed by his Com- 
mittee during the year. detailing one or two cases 
in which detective sagacity had successfully bur- 
rowed out the deceitfal debtor. The report was 
received. : 

The Acting Secretary, Mr. M. D. Talcott, made 
his report. It showed a creditable progress on the 
partof the Exchange since its origin and ever 
since the last Convention, and referred to the con- 
tempiated improvements in the correction-liste 
furnished by the Exchange, promising that they 
wou! | become more fall and complete as the op- 
portunities for ovtaining information should in- 
crease. The report was accepted. 

The report of the Doard of Directors gave an 
account of the businese affairs of the Exchange 
during the year, going over considerabie of the 
ground touched upon by the reports which pre- 
ceded it, particulariy wita regard to the progress 
of the Exchange. From this reportit appeared 
that the membership of tae Lxchange for 1877 was 
131 for the full year, eighteen for the tast half, 
and 149 at the last convention. while for 1875 the 
membership was 155 for the full year, nine for toe 
last baif, andthe total at the present time, 164. 
Tne report was accepted. 

The next thing in order was the final disposition 
of the reports. 

The report of the President was adopted and 
ordered printed. The reports of the Treasurer and 
the Directors were adopted and placed on file, as 
were these of the Committees on Freight and In- 
vestigations. On motron, a vote of thanks to these 
two Committees was passed unanimously. 

Mr. L. M. Angle, delegate to the National Con- 
vention, reported briefly on the work done and ex- 
pected to be done by that body. The Association 
then took up the subject of the 
EMPLOYMENT OF SOCIALISTIC AND COMMUNISTIC 

LEADERS. 
The proposition was to have the Secretary of the 
Exchange prepare a list of all euch men employed 
by memvers of the Exchange. 

Mr. T. ». Blackstock spoke favoring the dis- 
cussion and veptijation of this subject by the 
Exchange. it was stated that many of the manu- 
facturers are at present practically at the mercy of 
these agitators. itt was stated, on the other hand, 
that the only cause of these strikes was the low 
rate of wages paid to furniture-workers. Thid 
statement was denied very positively, and it was 
claimed that good workmen coald ajways receive 
fair wages. Asareceultof this discussion a com- 
mittee was appointed to dpaft resolutions express- 
the sense of the Exchange on the subject of the 
relation between capital and labor, inciuding, of 
course, the question of wages. Messrs. Osborn, 
Grace, and Peters were appointed as such com- 
mittee. 

While the Committee was out the Convention 
proceeded to the election of officers for the ensuing 
vear with the following result: President, John E. 
Waittlesey ; Vice-President, L. C. Boyineton:; 
Segretary, E. M. Hulse; Treasurer, J. P. Wolf. 
Directore— D. J. Powers and F. H. Hill, Chicago: 
S. M. Barrett, Cincinnatti, O. ; and Henry G. WUil- 
bert, Jackson, Mich. 

Tae Special Committee on resolutions in regard 
to the laoor question reported the following: 

WhHenrgas, The constant agitation of the question of 
capitai and labor, be.ween manufacturers and em 
ployes cails fur a statement from us asto our opinions 
on the relations they bear to each other, therefore 

Resolved, By the furniture manufacturers of the 
Nortwest in convention assembled, that we-believe the 
interests of capita! and labor, employer and empioyed, 
to be tdenticai. 

Resnived, That we believe that the laws of trade. 
supply aud demand, regulate the prices tu be obcalaed 
by Lhe employer, and must regulate the wagés paid to 
the employe. 

Res lived, That employes must be aware that, in the 
present condition of trade aud prices obtained, there 
caunot at this time be any advance in wages. 

Resolved, That we stand ready to advance wages 
whenever our profits wil: justify such an advance, and 
that we discountenance ail violent attempts to force us 
to pay higher Wages than prices we obiain for our goods 
will warrant. 

On motion, the resolutions were adopted without 
dissent. 

The Convention then adjourned to partake of a 
banquet prepared for the members. After satisfy- 
ing the demands of hunger, appropriate sentiments 
were proposed and Pesponded to by Mesers. Os- 
bern, Hill, Carter, Biackstock, Smith, Angie, 
Coyne, Fowler, Ensign, De Berard, and the Rev. 
G. H. Peeke. The Convention then broke up 
with many expressions of good-will and awity.

BRIDGET CONNELL. 
THE INQUEST CONCLUDED. 

The investigation of the circumstances attending 
the death of Bridget Connell, who was found un- 
dera freight-car at Twenty-sixth and Clark streéts 
Friday evening, was concladed by Deputy Coroner 
Korn yesterday. but the testimony was so conflict- 
ing as to leave the question of rape still open, 
though the jury reached a conclusion. There 
were two theories,—one of the detectives, which 
was that the passenger train struck and killed 
her, and the other of the physicians who made the 
post-mortem) examination, and found no evidence 
od her having been struck by the pilot of a locomo- 

ive. 

in support of the detectives’ theory, the follow- 
ing points were made: 

Michael Tuttle, a laborer, who was going home, 
saw the train strike the woman. Dennis Callagher, 
wao was with him. did not see anything, being 
Grunk, but heard Tuttle say, *‘*Oh! the woman is 
kiiled.”’ Patrick Corbest, a coal-dealer, whose of- 
fice is near the crossing, saw the headlight of the 
locomotive shine on 4 woman standing on the 
track. He saw only the lower rtion of the 
dress, asa freight-train interfered with his view. 
He heard a whistle, and, when the trains passed, a 
man called for help; amd, on gofpg out. he saw two 
men runoing toward the packing-house, and a 
woman, who was moaning, on the ground near the 
freight-car. Jerry Flynn, the packing-house 
watchman, testified that two Men came to him 
6t.5 minutes of 8 o'c , and said a woman was 
killed, and asked for @ lantern. He went with 
them, and saw a woman, carried inte the saioon. 
Mre. John Kilberry identified Tuttle and Galia- 
poe! asthe two men who were at the crossing. 
She heard one of themsay, after the train passed, 
‘*There must be a woman killed.” She did not 
notice any one standing on the track. Mrs. Holh 
testified that she was caijled into the saloon, and 
got there before the woman died. She rubbed her, 
but saw no blood on her underciothing. She cid 
bpotmake @n examination, and could easily have 
done what sbe did withegt no.cing the hiood. 

Detective Scott swovethat Bridget left No. 1482 
Prairie avenue at 7:li&p. m., he 
leisurely from there to the crossing in twenty-six 
minutes. (As it was 7:65 when Flynn was asked for 
@ lantern, only forty minutes had elapsed since the 
girl lett home. As. she, perhaos, didn’t 
walk as fast as; Scott, officers 
can i see how she could have been outraged.) Dr. 
Piper, who examined ghe blood with a microscope, 
could find no traces ef. anything suspicious.

The taking of the testimony occupied from 3 
antil 8:30, and the case was about to be closed 
when some one suggested that McKenney, the 
keeper of the Morgue, be sent for to learn whether 
he had examined the body. He came, and aston- 
ished everybody y testifying that he tore the 
under-garment, —something which even the de- 
tectives had overlooked. He did this Friday morn- 
ing **when looking for cuts and bruises.”

ED. 

MR. E. W. STRONG, 

better known in Chicago as Jack Strong, has added 
his name te the long list of victims to financial 
embarrassment who have found the city a little 
too warm to boid them comfortably. He has fled, 
whether to Canada, to England, or merely into 
Lake Michigan, is not as yet known. At any 
rate he has mysteriously disappeared, and under a 
cloud. For aboat a week past his friends have 
been anxiously inquiring after him, and some of 
them have expressed fears that he had sought 
refuge in the bottom of the lake. His employers, 
on the otner hand, have an idea that he has gone 
to join Angell & Company, not in the.other world, 

but somewnere on the planet. 

Jack Strong is, or was, a well-known man gbout 
town. Hewas forthe past three years or more 
traveling »gent forthe wholesale grocery firm of 
Granisa, Farwell & Co., and was, at the same 
time, doing sume business in the salt trade for 
Ezra Wheeler & Co. For afew years syupsequent 
to the fire he was in partnership with Jo Day, the 
fashionable tailor, and prior to that he was a part- 
ner of Jack Sturges in the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness at Keokuk, Ia. 

The other day an old friend of Jack's went to 
Granis, Farwell & Co. and expressed his convic- 
tion that their agent had been murdered. ‘The firm 
shrugged their shoulders and intimated that 
it was more probably a case of absconding. 
Another friend of Mr. Strong's, a fellow traveling 
man, came up iater with the information that Jack 
was a defaniter tothe extentof some $15, 000, 
that hie accounts were deplurably mixed up, and 
that it was feared he had either run away or com- 
mitted suiciae. All this has been a matter of 
rumor for some days, and the continued absence 
of the gentleman trom from his business has 
occasioned a search forhim which bas thus far 
proved unavailing. Strong was a fellow of free- 
and-easy habits, ready to walk up tothe bar with 
crowds of nis associates, and not at all averse to 
a quiet game of poker. It is thought that 
his habits have led him into financial 
difficaities from which he bad no means of ex- 
tricating nimself. He isa widower; his wife was 
the daughter of the late John White, of Oska- 
joosa, lowa, one of the wealthiest bankers of that 
State, who committed suicide severai years ago. 

Mr. Strong was a boarder at the Briggs House, 
and yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter interrogated 
the clerk, 

MR. JOSEPG CUMMINGS, 
as to the whereabouts of the missing man. 
Cummings said that Strong had i. been 
a boarder in the house for two years 
at least. He had his luggage, consisting 
of two valises, a small trunk, etc., in his room, 
and everything was there just ashe left it. He 
came home from his last trip a week ago Friday, 
and remamed about until Tuesday night fol- 
lowing. Monday Strong complained of feeling 
unweii. He said something was the matter with 
his kidneys. ‘Tuesday of last weex he appeared 
low-spirited and unwell. He came down from his 
room at abenut 8 o'clock that evening, left his 
key upon the counter, and said to the 
clerk, **Joe, lend me $10 unti! to-morrow morn- 
ing, uftiileodown to the store."’ The money 
was handed to him, he made out a ticket, which he 
gave the clerk to put into the drawer, and went 
out. Since that time he has not been seen, and 
Mr. Cummings expressed a belief that when he 
was found he would be dead, for he was under the 
impression that he had committed suicide. He is 
indebted to the Briggs House to the extent of 
avout $25 for board, borrowed money, etc. 
MESSRS. GRANIS & FARWELL, 

wholesale grocers, on Randolph street, between 
Wabash and Michigan avenues, were visited by 
the reporter. ‘They stated that Strong was a trav- 
eling salesman, and had been in their employ 
for about ten years. He had been regarded as one 
of their most trusted and efficient men. He was 
C@missioned to make collections for the firm on 
hif route in addition to selling goods. They had 
not seen hit, they said, since a week ago last 
‘Tuesday, but, although be was in arrears to 
them, they did not appear to think it a 
scrious matter or an unusual occurrence. 
Mr. Farweil said he was in the habit of taking a 
drink now and then, but he did not think tnat he 
ever saw him drank in bislife. Mr. Farwell was 
under the impression that Strong was off on a pro- 
jonged spree, and that he would turn up in a week 
ortendays. They did not know exactly how much 
Scrong was short, but it would probably be found 
to amount to several thousand dollars. Mr. Far- 
well was going over the route last night to make 
—— 

his was what the members of the firm had to 
say upon the matter, but it was evident that they 
had suspicions that they did not care to make pub- 
lic. Im fact, they expressed a desire that nothing 
should be published aoout the affair at all. 

The salt irm of Elkins & wheeler, No. 41 Lake 
street, was also visited. One of the proprietors in- 
formed the reporter that Strong occasionally sold 
a carioad of saltfor them, on commission, when 
he had nothing else to do; or when he gut an order 
for salt he usually sent the order to them, and they 
always collected direct from the parties ordering. 
Strong hada‘t the ghost of a chance to be in arrears 
to this firm; On the contrary, they are indebted to 
him in a «mal! amount. 

it was said of Strong by those who knew his 
habits that be was quite fond of the women, and 
that was the worst thing that could be said of bim. 
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BIGAMY,. 

THE EXAMINATION OF HENRY FUCHS, 
alias August Ilenry Shemidt, charged with bigamy, 
was resumed yesierday by Justice Robinson. Last 
Saturday the evidence for the defense was in- 
troduced,“ and because the posecution were not 
ready to proceed to trial the case was thereafter 
continued to yesterday. The evidence for the 
prosecution given Saturday was by Mrs. Fuchs, 
wife No. 1, who swore that she was married four 
years ago at Cincinnati to the defendant, and had 
never been divorced, and she produced a Cincin- 
nati marriage license; by Mrs. Fuchs, or rather 
Mre. Schmidt, wife No. 2, who testified that she 
was married to Augast Henry Schmidt last month: 
by several associates of the defendant, who swore 
that they had been introduced by defendant to 
wife No. 1 as ** Mra. Fuche.”’ 

Mre. Fuchs, No. 1, was the first witness called 
yesterday, to testify, as her connsel remarked, to 
further facts as regards her marriave at Cincinnatr. 
Witness produced the ticense-to-marry issued by 
the City Clerk of Cincinnati and offered it in evi- 
dence. In repiy to her atterney, and after scan- 
ning the license, she said taat she had been mar- 
ried Jan. 20, 1875, at Cincinnati, by Father C. 
Driscoll, who lives at the corner of Fourth street 
and Broadway, and priest in charge of St. Patrick's 
Parish. She was, she said, married one morning 
immediately after mass at the church, and tn the 
presence of many people who had been to morn- 
ingmass. The priest was ¢fessed in bis clerical 
roves, «ond she knew that he was C. Driscoll and 
that he was a priest. 

The counsel for the defense asked: ‘‘If the man 
who married you to Fuchs was not Father Driscoll, 
were you married at all?’ 

The defense admitted that Father Driscoll, and 
Father Driscoll oniv, was the person who per- 
formed the ceremony. If he did not, there had 
been no marriage. 

Clemens Noninger, a fireman, living at No. 83 
Mohawk street, said that he had known Fuche for 
about three years, and he knew Mrs. Fuchs as the 
wife of Henry Fuchs because the latter had intro- 
duced witness to her as hie wife. Witness knew 
that they had lived together as man and wife. and 
Fuchs had told him thatthe child which he sup- 
ported was his child. Last Saturday morning wit- 
ness had called at the jail and saw Fuchs, who 
then told him that Mrs. Fuchs No. 1, the woman 
with whom he had been living. was his lawfa! 
wife, and that he had not been :egally married to 
wife No. 2. 

Ernest Nedlin, of No. 283 West Taylor street, 
testitied that he had known Fuchs as. s fellow-la- 
borer about three years, and had been introduced 
by him toa woman (pointing out wife No. 1), 
whom Fuchs called his wife. 

The prosecution declared their side of the case

The jury appeared satisfied from the experi- 
ments made that the fatal: ball had been fired from 
St. Peter’s pistol, and retired to their room to bear 
further evidence. 

A large number of witnesses were ¢k- 
amined. and a great many facts were 
brought out tending to show St. Peter's guilt, but 
there never was a case before a jury in which there 
was so much bad feeling manifested on all sides. 
It is very clear that there are two sides to the case, 
yet the prevailing idea seemed to be that whatever 
St. Peter knew of the murder Mrs. Clark was not 
entirely ignorant of. In fact, there seemed to be 
a constant clash throughout between the widow 
and those taking the greatest interest in siftinc the 
case to the bottom, and her deportment was not 
such as to impress one with the idea that she had a 
desire to ferret out and punish the murderer. 
She was in the State’s Attorney's office dur- 
ing the day, jtaughing an@ talking with her 
attorney, and her indifference was remarked 
by those to whom she was pointed out. In the 
course of the talk about the affair at one time 
word was brought to her that a former servant- 
girl would testify to certain things derogatory to 
her and going to establish improper relations with 
St. Peter, and her attorney at once sent for the 
offending witness, and questioned her ciosely, 
which was certainly in bad taste. 

It was-impossible to ascertain just what each 
witness swore to, but enough could be gleaned 
from the mass to reasonably assure the inquirer 
that the case against St. Peter was strengthening, 
and to corroberate the charge that Mrs. C. had 
enjoyed, and continued to enjoy, at least the 
friendliest feeling toward the accused. One of the 
witnesses, named Ludwig, was a little ‘‘off,”’ andin 
his enthosiasm to get into the jury-room before 
bis time was put down by the baili® in charge. 
Two of the servant-girl witnesses, in telling their 
stories on the outside, became so excited that it 
was thoucht at one time that they would have a 
hair-puiling. The witnesses, as a whole, crowded 
into the ante-room. could have been readily taken 
for a bevy of emigrants who had just arrived, and 
their stories were gore - unsatisfactory, and, 
for the most part. unworthy credence. Many of 
them said that they would not tell what they knew, 
and what they told no one knows. The case will 
be on again to-day, and some new witnesses are 
to be called, among whom are two mysterious 
women whom the police have gotten hold of. 
Some of the witnesses expected yesterday did not 
appear, and attacaments were sent for thew. Mra. 
Clark will be called to testify during the day.
